INDIANAPOLIS,*March 2.—Prince Henry 
of Prussia went up Lookout Mountain to- 
day, and after viewing the ground where 
the Union and Confederate armies met in 
conflict and hearing afresh the story of the 
battles, resumed his journey to the north 
and west. Leaving Chattanooga over the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis Rail- 
read the Prince's train ran through a/‘cor- 
ner of Alabama, and then, turning to the 
north, hurried across Tennessee, with a 
short stop at Nashville, through Kentucky, 
with brief stays at Louisville and Bowling 
Green, and into Indiana, with another brief 
halt at Indianapolis. At Indianapolis the 
course was changed to the westward again,

V. Boynton, came forward formally 

reet the Prince. There was a great throng 
n and about the station. and it broke into 
hearty cheers when the Prince appeared’ at 
the rear of the car Columbia. He wore 
the uniform of an Admiral and saluted 
when he faced the crowd. He and his party 
Were taken by special electric train to the 
inclined railway that climbs the rugged 
face of Lookout Mountain. They made the 
escent in two cars. the Prince escorted by 
Gen. Boynton, 

The morning was fairly clear when the 
cars began the ascent, and the splendid 
panorama quickly came into vision. As 
the Prince reached the crest of the mount- 
ain the sun broke through the clouds and 
for a short time the view was excellent. 
Missionary Ridge, Orchard Knob, and Rac- 
coon Mountain were outlined clearly, and 
below the Tennessee River could be traced 
for miles. 

Gen. Boynton, who

aniéd the Prince down along the ridge of 
the mountain, and briefly related the story 
of the campaign. He pointed to the Cum- 
berland Mountains, beyond which Rose- 
crans began the movement, traced out the 
Teint to deceive Bragg, and graphically 
told the story of Chickamauga and the 
assaults on Missionary Ridge and Look- 
out Mountain. Prince Henry followed the 
recital with the keenest interest, and, with 
map before .\him, studied out the strategy 
and progress. of the campaign. He asked 
numerous questions, and by his direction 
his aide, Lieut. Commander von Egidy. 
noted down figures as to the number of 
men engaged and the losses on either side, 
and other information as to the battles 
and campaign. As Prince Henry stood at 
Rock Point and looked across the valley of 
the Tennessee he exclaimed: *“ This is mag- 
nificent. There nothing in all Europe 
that is finer. I have never seen such a 
battlefield.”’ 

The party was photographed at the peak, 
and one of the photographers, a local man, 
was sharply rebuked by the Prince. The 
vyhotographer did not like the way the 

rince stood, and in rather loud tones re- 

xeatedly asked him to change his position. 

he Prince changed it several times, but 
finally said: ‘“‘ I have changed five times, I 
think. You wi!l take me right here if you 
care to. You have had several photo- 
graphs already.” 

Later the Prince told one of the Presi- 
Gent’s delegates that he was sorry he had 
shown any spirit, but he was assured that 
he had ample cause to be annoyed, and 
that there was no reason for either regret 
or apology. 

The Prince returned to the city by the 
electric line over which he had gone to 
the mountain, and at the depot, under 
guard of mounted police, took a carriage 
for a short drive through the city. He 
returned to the depot at 10 o'clock, and the 
local committee, with Newell Sanders as 
spokesman, presented to him a silver-bound 
album, the gift of the citizens. The outer 
cover of the album bears a finely executed 
relief map in silver, showing the battle- 
fields. The Prince, in accepting it, said: 
“TIT thank you very much for this beautiful 
souvenir. I shall keep it always as a 
remembrance of my day here with vou tn 
this interesting, historic locality, Please 
express my thanks to the citizens.” 

The Prince then boarded his train, and 
at 10:30 o'clock, amid loud cheers, the spe- 
cial departed, 

The Prince invited Gen. Boynton and 
Commissioner Evans to accompany him to 
Nashville, and they were his guests ‘at 
luncheon. The others at the table were 
Admiral Evans, Admiral von Tirpritz, Gen. 
von Plessen. and Lieut. Commander von 
Egidy. At the table the Prince again ex- 
pressed his pleasure at having seen Look- 
out Mountain and the battlefields, and 
thanked Gen. Boynton for his description 
of the campaign. 

At Chattanooga Lieut. 
Grumme lost his sword. It was a hand- 
some weapon, and the local police were 
asked to search for it. It was thought that 
it was left somewhere by accident. rather 
than that it was stolen. 

Prince Henry addressed a telegram to 
Mr. and Mrs. Ogden Mills, accepting an 
invitation to breakfast with them at their 
home in New York next Saturday. 

The Prince had a day of sightseeing, and, 
when not otherwise engaged, kept up an 
animated conversation of questioning and 
comment with Admiral Evans and others. 
The reception at Bowling Green pleased 
him fully as much as the more elaborate 
receptions at other places. Judge Simms, 
@ venerabie citizen, mounted the rear plat- 
form of the Columbia, and, in the name of 
Kentucky, presented to the Prince some 
fine old peach brandy and some whisky. 
The Prince gravely accepted the gift, and 
faithfully promised the Judge that he 
would drink some of it the first time he 
was thirsty. It was a sentiment that 
pleased the Judge and his fellow-citizens, 
and they cheered enthusiastically as the 
Prince. from the moving train, waved them 
farewell.

There was another 
roar of cheers from the crowd, which the 
Prince repeatedly acknowledged by salut- 
ing When the Prince stepped from the 
bench Col. H. 8. Cohn of 
Franco-Prussian war veteran, said to him in

hand and replied in German: “I thank you 
very much for your friendly greeting.”

He 
mentioned that a splendid crowd had 
turned out to see him, and then said to the 
Mayor: “ Be kind enough to give my thanks 
to your people for this royal reception.”

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 2.—Prince 
Henry of Prussia spent fifteen minutes in 
Nashville this afternoon, arriving over the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis Road 
at 2:30 o'clock and departing over the 
Louisville and Nashville Road for Louis- 


ville fifteen minutes later. About ten thou- 
sand men, women, and children crowded 
the Union Station and yards for a sight of 
the royal visitor, and accorded a most cor- 
dial reception to him. 

The Prince did not leave his car, but-from 
the back platform smiled his acknowledg- 
ments of the demonstrations in his honor. 
He made no speech, a hearty ** Thank you, 
thank you "’ being in substance his reply to 
the welcoming address of Mayor J. M. 
Head. 

During the stop here the desire expressed 
by the Prince to hear some of the old 
plantation negro songs was gratified, the 
negro jubilee singers from Fisk Univer- 
sity singing three of those melodies, to 
the manifest enjoyment of the Prince. 
of the singers was a member of the or- 
ganization when it made a tour of Europe 
some years ago, and having learned this, 
Prince Henry, after the first song, reached 
over and shook hands with her, making 
reference to the visit to Berlin. 

In the course of the rendition of 
songs his Royal Highness asked Gov. Mc- 
Millin, who was standing by him, what 
their purport was.

McMillin and Mayvur Head, 
was on hand to formally welcome the roy- 
al visitor. As the special pulled in a band 
struck up, but the loud cheers of the 
crowd almost drowned its notes. ‘he 
Prince appeared, saluting, and the Svecial 
Committee boarded the car. After the usual 
formalities Mayor Head delivered his wel- 
coming speech and presented to the Prince 
a hickory cane cut from The Hermitage, 
Ardrew Jackson’s home. The cane is 
ver mounted. On the top of the hansle is 
engraved a front view of The Herraitage 
ana lower down this inscription: 

“Presented to is Royal 
Prince Henry of Prussia, as a 
from ‘The Hermitage,’ the honfe 
drew Jackson, Nashville, Tenn., 
1902.”’ 

A handsome floral piece 
sented on behaif of the German-American 
Society of Nashville. In addition, the 
Mayor's address, on parchment, .was pre- 
sented as a souvenir. It is illuminated 
in the German colors, bearing the WGer- 
man seal in one corner and that of the 
United States in another. The whole is 
surmounted by the German standard and 
the United States flag intertwined. 

The Prince said but few words in reply, 
expressing himseif as highly gratified with 
his reception. He said he regretted that 
he could not meet and shake hands with 
all the people, and asked the Mayor to 
thank them for him. 

Promptly on schedule time the train 
pulled out for Louisville, the Prince and 
other members of. the party standing on 
the back platform. 


WELCOMED IN: INDIANAPOLIS. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 2.—Fully 
15,000 people greeted Prince Henry, who 
arrived here at 11:05 o'clock. Mayor Book- 
walter extended to Prince Henry a cordial 
welcome, addressing him as follows:

The souvenir, which was presented to 
the Prince, is a large album in purple, gold, 
and white, containing the address of wel- 
come of the Mayor and photographs of the 
State Capitol, the Court House, the mon- 
ument, the war and peace groups, and the 
entablature on the monument. A _ gold 
plate 5% by 3% inches in diameter attached 
to the cover bears the following inscrip- 
tion: ‘‘ To His Royal Higness, Prince Henry 
of Prussia, from the City of Indianapolis, 
March 2, 1002."" 

The Prince dined at 8 o'clock. His guests 
were Admiral Evans, Col. Bingham, George 
W., Boyd, Cari Pollier, German Consul at 
Cincinnati, and Lieut. Commander von 
Egidy. The special left for St. Louis at 
11:20 o'clock.

More Timid Proprietors, However, 
Were Cautious Early in the Day. 


Later Came the Regular Sunday Busi-

Arrests Reported. 


Any man who really wanted a drink and 
had the money to pay for it had no diffi- 
culty in satisfying his thirst yesterday, 
despite the talk on Saturday of a “dry” 
Sunday and the threat of District Attor- 
ney Jerome to have Police Captains indict- 
ed who did not enforce the law. All 


urday night read to their men Section 31 of 
the liquor tax law, relating to Sunday en- 
forcement, but there was no evidence yes- 
terday that the police were paying particu- 
lar attention to saloons. 

One difference from the usual “ wet” 
Sunday appeared during the early morning, 
when some of the more timid dealers kept 
their doors closed absolutely for some 
hours. Gradually, as they saw that their 
neighbors were selling drinks without be- 
ing molested, they unlocked their “ family 
entrance” Many of them posted look- 
outs, however. This precaution was also 
taken by of the Raines’ law hotel 
proprietors, but the great majority of the 
dealers acted as if they were sure that 
if the pulice had really intended to enforce 
the law a ‘“‘tip”’’ would have reached them 
in some way. 

On the lower east side, in the heart of 
the “‘red-light’’ district. there was some 
caution in the morning, which wore away 
before noon. In one East Broadway sa- 
loon a stack of empty champagne cases 
Was piled to the ceiling half way back 
from the front door along the bar, so that 
the bar was idle and easily seen 
from the street, while the rear portion 
was crowded with men drinking, as on 
weekdays, there being no vestige of a Raines 
law sandwich and the tables in the rear 
neglected. On Allen and For- 
Syth Streets a number of other dealers used 
this same impromptu partition. 

FREE LUNCHES WERE SET. 

Later in the day the look-outs were with- 
drawn. Many dealers set out free lunches, 
unusually elaborate, and conducted business 
almost as openly as upon week days. All 
through the side and on the lower 
west side in many saloons persons were 
allowed to stand at the bar. The clink of 
glasses and the jingle of cash registers 
were heard plainly by citizens standing on 
the sidewalks next to the policemen on 
post. There were some cautious dealers 
who insisted upon their customers sitting 
down at a table, and wherever the pro- 
prietor had a Ruines law hotel license he 
evidently felt perfectly safe, having taken 
this precaution. Lut one of the features of 
the day was the large number of saloons 
where all such caution was thrown to the 
winds, 

During the morning hours, when east side 
dealers were feeling their way, the saloons 
on lower Sixth Avenue and in the old 
Greenwich village section were wide open. 
Not. only were men drinking at the bars 
in this district, but “‘ growlers ’’ were being 
rushed to near-by tenement houses... False 
kodak boxes, pasteboard hat boxes, and 
satchels were carried into the saloons and 
out again with such frequency that it was 
evident that special customers were not the 
only ones served in this way. As the aft- 
ernoon wore away confidence was gained, 
and pitchers of beer, covered only with 
brown paper, partly torn and soaked in the 
foam of the beer, were carried out of sa- 
loon side doors and directly in front of 
uniformed policemen. 

Capt. Vredenburgh of the Oak Street Sta- 
tion said that he had instructed his men in 
the usual way to enforce the excise law. 
“T haven't told my men to climb down 
he added, ‘‘ to see whether the 
is violated in some room up 
course, if a complaint. were 
made to me i would investigate. Other- 
wise, it is their duty to see that the cur- 
tains are up and the bars visible from the 
street and nobody drinking at them.”

Along Mulberry Street and through the 
Tialian quarter yesterday the barrooms 
were crowded, and only the front end of 
the bars were visible from the street. But 
the front doors were locked, and Italian 
lookouts made it next to impossible for any 
except Italians to enter the swinging side- 
ceors. The coming of a policeman was 
like the: approach of a brass band, and 
consequently in this district but one arrest 
was made, and that by a plain clothes man, 
who arrested a Mu erry Street bartender 
who was serving five men at the bar. 

In Harlem the saloons were as wide open 
as on week days, with the only exception 
that front doors were locked. Men were

TENDERLOIN SALOONS OPEN. 


In the Tenderloin district at midnight on 
Saturday the dives stopped selling any but 
soft drinks. Yesterday, however, the only 
observance of the Sunday law consisted 
in a careful scrutiny of customers and the 


posting of lookouts. Women were not ad- 
mitted unless they were known. During 
the evening there were rumors that half 
a dozen State Excise Inspectors were going 
through the Tenderloin, but these rumors 
could not be verified and the resorts re- 
mained open without molestation. 

In the police courts yesterday morning 
there were but few excise cases. 
ferson Market Court two mea were held 


i for trial on evidence that they sold beer 


and whisky over the bar after midnight, 
and in Centre Street Court Abraham Gross- 
man of 126 West Street was held in $500 
bail for trial for a similar offense, 

Twenty-eight arrests in all were made in 
the Boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx 
yesterday for violations of the excise laws, 
as against twenty-two on the previous 
Sunday. These were made in the following 
precincts:

There seems to have been no general 
rinciple followed in making these arrests. 
n some instances policemen in plain 
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clothes went into saloons, stood up at the 
bar, and bought a drink before making the 
arrest. Some dealers were arrested for 
having drinks exposed on sale, and some 
for having permitted men to enter the bar- 
room, although no liquors were in sight. 
One bartender in the Bronx was arrested 
ecause the side door of his saloon was 
open and three men were sitting inside, 
there being no sign of drinking. 

Several arrests were made for selling 
beer to be carried away, when the pro- 
pewetose had not been molested for selling 
iquors to be drunk on the premises. It was 
evident that in some precincts dealers were 
afraid of police Captains and detectives 
during part of the day, while in others 
there was no apprehension at all, and 
with it all New Yorkers had a ‘“ wet” 
punter. in spite of the talk of the day be- 
ore. 

Salopn keepers in Brooklyn carried on 
their business as usual yesterday, despite 
the issuance of orders that bars must be 
kept exposed. In many of the saloons, al- 
though the bars were plainly visible from 
the street, many perenne were being served 
with drinks in plain view of people pass- 
ing in the street. Some form of an enter- 
lainment was given in all the large halls, 
ana while the bars on the ground floors 
visible fromm the street were closed, bars 
had been set up in other parts of the build- 
ings and a thriving business was done. 


SENATOR TILLMAN’S DENIAL. 


Did Not Call on Senator Platt and Ridi- 
cules Idea of Danger to the President 


Should He Go to Charleston. 

Senator B. R. Tillman of South Carolina, 
who was in the city last night, ridiculed the 
idea that President Roosevelt would in- 
vite. danger in the event of his going to 
Charleston. To a New York TIMEs re- 
porter he declared that there was no 
truth in the statements published yesterday 
that he had called on Senator Thomas C. 
Platt at the Fifth Avenue Hotel on Sat- 
urday, and advised him to warn the Presi- 
dent not to go to South Carolina. 

“IT did not reach New York until 4 o'clock 
this afternoon, and made a speech in the 
United States Senate yesterday,” said he. 
“Consequentiy I was not in New York 
yesterday. | did not therefore see Senator

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HUNDREDS HOMELESS 
IN PATERSON FLOOD 


Armory Opened and 110 Fam- 
ilies Sheltered’ There. 


Mrs. Garret A. Hobart at Head of Relief 
Committee — One Life Lost— 


Water Starts to Recede. 


PATERSON, N. J., March 2.—This city, 
so recently swept by fire, is now over- 
whelmed by flood. Three weeks ago the 
greater part of its business section was 
burned out and to-day the quarter occu- 
pied by the houses of the poorer class is 
inundated. Hundreds of families have been 
made homeless by the overflow of the Pas- 
saic River and the country for miles around 
the city is under water. 

So far but one death has been reported. 
The great peril until late this evening 
was that the Spruce Street raceway might 
overflow, in which “event a fearful 
of property in the manufacturing 
tricts would have followed. The race- 
way supplies water power for most of 
the mills along the water front. Right 
at this point the city authorities placed 
expert engineers, who were instructed 
to touch off a blast of dynamite to 
open a new channel for the immense vol- 
ume of water held there, and by diverting 
it to the bed of the river in a new direction 
the authorities hoped to save a great deal of 
valuable property. In a cliff about seventy 
feet below the Spruce Street bridge the ex- 
perts placed mines of dynamite, which if 
it was found necessary would have been 
exploded. 

At 5 o'clock this afternoon the water fn 
the raceway was within three inches of 
the danger point, but four hours later it 
was reported that it had fallen from four 
to five inches below this point. The race-

Way was built some fifty years ago by the j 


Society for the EstabMishment of Useful 
Manufactures, the most prominent member 


of which was ex-Gov. Colt, and the late 
Vice President Garret A. Hobart was a 
lurge stockholder. 

The fire of three weeks ago, while caus- 
ing a damage to. property to the extent of 
nearly $8,000,000, did not create such suf- 
fering and widespread desolation as the 
fiood: of to-day. The district for a_ mile 
along the river front, 
hill to Straight Street, and two blocks 
nerth and five blocks south of the river, 
nearly half a mile in width, is covered with 
water which in many instances reached to 
the second story of the dwellings. 

In this district’ are situated the Rogers 
Locomotive Works and several silk mills 
and dye works. In the immediate vicinity 
of these hives of industry fully 600 families 
have been driven from their tenements. Of 
these unfortunates several hundred were 
taken from their houses in boats and 
barges amid scenes of much excitement. 

In the absence of Mayor John Hincheliffe, 
who is-‘now in Cuba recuperating from the 
strain of the recent fire, Thomas J. Brogan, 
President of the Board of Aldermen, is 
Acting Mayor, and with the Mayor's Sec- 
retary, William L. Dill, is doing his utmost 
to relleve all those who need assistance. 

They tried to reach Gov. Murphy to-day, 
but failed to locate him, The Acting Mayor 
then took upon himself to open the Fifth 
Regiment Armory as a temporary residence 
for the homeless families, 110 of whom are 
hovsed there to-night. The citizens 
Paterson were more than generous in their 
gifts to the sufferers. Several wagon 
loads of blankets, clothing, and provisions 
arrived at the armory from all quarters of 
the city, the most prominent of the donors 
being Mrs. Hobart, the widow of the late 
Vice President, who has taken personal 
charge of the relief work. 

Mrs. Hobart sent out a call to teamsters 
for the use of wagons and horses and sent 
personal appeals to the wealthy residents 
for cots and bedding. The supply coming 
in seems to be amplé, and all will have 
something to sleep on. There is no need 
for outside aid. The food supply at the 
armory is sufficient, and Mrs. Hobart and 
the ladies who worked with her in caring 
for the fire distress are once more actively 
at work. They have simply taken up the 
work again where they left it, offess than 
two weeks ago. YY 


FIRE ADDED TO DANGER. 


To the danger from water’was added in 
the afternoon the danger from fire. Flames 


started In the second story of a three- 
story frame building in Hamilton Avenue. 


The lower floor of the building was three 
feet under water. Had it been a little fur- 
ther down toward the river, the firemen 
would have been powerless. As it was, the 
engines were run into the water until the 
fireboxes were but a few inches from the 
surface. Then the hose was dragged 
through the water by firemen who waded 
out until the water was up to their hips. 
They reached the building, and soon the 
fire was under control. 

In the work. of rescue, one of the 
earnest toilers lost his life. This was 
Hénry Richards, a carpenter, forty years 
old, wig, Bved on Franklin Street. After 
making S@veral successful trips, on each of 
which he brought three or four persons 
from the neighborhood of Kearns’ Broth- 
ers’ Dye Works, on Shady Street, his boat 
Was upset, and he was swept away in the 
waters which were rushing with the force or 
a mill race. He clung to the branch of a 
tree for nearly half an hour, but in spite 
of many attempts to reach him, he finally 
disappeared in the muddy waters. 

Chief of Police F.. G. Graul and Fire 
Chief John Stagg were’indefatigable in 
their exertion for the relief of the dis- 
tressed, and were ably assisted by the city 
employes of every department. There was 
a lack of boats to cope with the emer- 
gency, and Secretary Dill telephoned to 
Newark for help in thts direction. This re- 
quest was answered quickly by the New- 
ark people, who sent a wagon load of boats, 
a dozen in all, which arrived in good time 
to give excellent service. 

The bridge of the New York and Green- 
wood Lake division of the Erie, which 
spanned the Passaic River at Singac, went 
down this evening. The bridge was of 
wood and rested high above the river on 
trestle work. The rushing of the waters 
weakened the centre piers, and the 
collapsed. The Hillman Street Bridge here 
went down late to-night. It was an iron 
and steel span with stone abutments and 
centre pier. One 
and the bridge collapsed. 

A Jewish child, named Leusky, 
to have been drowned Saturday 
River Street. The case has 
ported to the authorities. It is said the 
child fell from a “rowboat in which the 
family was being rescued, and was sucked 
into a whirl caused by a gushing manhole. 
Several persons have been found who aver 
they saw the occurrence. she family is 
not at the Armory so far as can‘ be 
learned there. If such a thing took place 
the family is doubtless with friends in 
another part of the city. 

One of the sightseers to-night said that 
he was one of those burned out during the 
great fire, and then sought refuge for him- 
self and family with a relative on Hamil- 
ton Street. On Monday last he estab- 
lished himself in new quarters and Satur- 
day night had to take in the relatives who 
had sheltered him so recently. Some of the

Gas lamps are all out, 
and the electric lights are threatened. The 
water flooded the gas works last night, and 
the only supply was what remained in the 
tanks. This was all consumed last night. 

The Arch Street bridge collapsed this aft- 
ernoon.

Reports from Little Falls, some miles 
above the city, say that the great pumping 
plant there and the new filtration outfit 
which have been in the course of construc- 
tion for six years, are ruined. One of the 
officers of the company said to-night that 
the loss would not be less than a million 
dollars and might run to double that. The 
filtration plant was almost completed and 
was soon to be put in operation. The stop- 
page of the pumps has caused much anx- 
This city has several days’ supply in 
reserve in the reservoir, but just how well 
off for water are the other towns and cit- 
ies depending upon the Little Falls plant is 
not known. The water for Jersey City and 
Bayonne, among other places, is sent from 
Little Falls. The East Jersey can, how- 
ever, prevent any acute distress anywhere 
by buying water from Newark, which at 
present can only be limited in amount by 
the capacity of her two lines from Ma- 
copin to Belleville. 

It is believed that three men lost their 
lives at the foot of Mulberry Street. They 
were seen in a boat. Soon afterward the 
boat was found floating down the stream 
upside down. 

WATER BEGINS TO RECEDE. 

Between 6 and 7 o’clock the water began 
to recede slowly, and by 8 the fall was 
noticeable. At 10:30 thert has been a fall 
of a foot, and the conditions are very 
much improved. So far as can be learned 
the headwater floods are now passing 
through the city. This means that the 
greatest volume has passed down the river, 
and every hour now will bring the river 
nearer to its natural size. This leads to the 
hope that the danger from the great dam 
will soon be over. 

The loss to the city In wages is becom- 
ing greater as every hour allows the real- 
ization of what has happened to be under- 
stood. Although there are many large 
mills untouched by the flood, they can only 
run on dyed stuff on hand, as the dye 
works will be a week, at least, in getting 
in operation after the flood leaves them 
clear. Weideman & Co.’s dye works, the 
largest in the United States and one of 
the largest in the world, are under several 
feet of water. Kerns Brothers, Robert 
Gaete, and the Peterson Dyeing and Fin- 
ishing Works are all flooded. Besides 
these big works, a score or more of small 
dye works are not only without water, but 
the dyeg have been washed away. Brown 
Brother® shirtwaist factory is in the flood- 
ed district. The silk mills flooded are the 
Phoenix, Adams's, Levy's, and the 
Jersey Silk Company’s. The mills are said 
to carry flood insurance. 


FIFTY CITY BLOCKS AT 
PASSAIC UNDER WATER. 


Wallington City Hall Out of Plumb and 
the Lyndhurst Bridge Is Gone. 
PASSAIC, N. J., March 2.—The flood to- 
day has not subsided in the Wallington 
section of the city, which is under water. 
The water seems to be slowly rising. Great 
damage is being done not only to houses 
and stores, but to the mills in that section. 
The entire city is in darkness owing to the 
flood reaching the fires under the electric 

light company’s boilers. 

The Lyndhurst bridge is gone. The flood 
undermined the granite supports and one 
gave way allowing the structure to drop 
into the river. Several other bridges across 
the Passaic are threatened, and may go at 
any time. The Erie Railroad has long 
trdins of coal and iron laden cars at that 
road’s bridge across the river at Riverside. 
The greatest danger to the railroad bridge 
is that the county bridge will give way. 


i This structure now has lodged against it 


a great mass of wreckage and against this 
the water is banked and the pressure is 
great. If the county bridge gives way this 
mass of stuff will be swept down against 
the railroad bridge. 

The Passaic Street and Clifton bridges are 
expected to go down at any moment. Like 
the tounty bridge they are being pushed 
against by great masses of floating débris. 

A big gang of men is watching the Dun- 
dee dam. It has held thus far and hopes 
are entertained that it will, as the water is 
now flow!ng high over it, so that the strain 
on it is not so great. If it breaks the dam- 
age will be fearful. The immense amount 
of water now imprisoned behind the dam 
will rush down the stream and sweep build- 
ings and everything before it. The re- 
lease of the imprisoned water will endan- 
ger everything along the river to below 
Newark. 

Fifty qty blocks are under water, vary- 
ing from a few inches to seven feet. Two- 
thirds of all the mills are under water and 
the river, which is usually 399 feet, is now 
three-quarters of a mile wide at Walling- 
ton. There have been several houses swept 
away in Wallington, all in a straight line, 
or nearly so, and it is thought the river is 
eating a new channel for itself through the 
heart of the section. Three lumber yards 
have not a foot of timber left to-night. 

From a distance the Wallington City Hall 
appears to be out of plumk. Where the 
channel is supposed to be forming is close 
to’ the hall. There is no means of reaching 
Garfield or Lodi from here, as all roads 
are under water. The water reaching lime 
set fire to the lumber and buildings in the 
Morrell Company's yards here this morning 
and caused a loss of $30,000. 

The church services, were attended slimly 
this morning, as the entire city was out 
watching the flood. 


OTHER NEW JERSEY TOWNS. 


Flood Situation Along the Delaware 
’ and Raritan Rivers. 

NEWARK, N. J., March 2.—Factories 
along the Passaic River front are flooded, 
the water in the river being at the highest 
stage recorded. Many houses in the bot- 
toms are flooded and the occupants com- 
pelled to move to the upper floors. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 2.—The resi- 
dents of South Trenton are still compelled 
to go about in boats and remain in the 


second stories of their houses. The ‘pros- 
pects of the flood subsiding for two or 
three days at least are not bright, but the 
situation is growing no worse. No trains 
have come in over the Belvidere Division of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, owing to wash- 
outs near Titusville. 


LAMBERTVILLE, N. J., 
since the memorable flood of 1841, when 
every bridge across the Delaware from 
Frenchtown to Trenton was swept away, 
has the water in the Delaware here been 
so high. If one of the upper bridges gives 
way, the débris sweeping down the river 
will carry away probably the next bridge, 
and so on down to Trenton. Ali last night 
and to-day the water has been even with 
or above the flooring of the bridges. The 
bridge spanning the river here is weak as 
it is, and has been closed to traffic since 
yesterday afternoon. Men who have ex- 
amined the structure say that should any- 
thing heavy come down the river the bridge 
will be Knocked from its pillars. Swan 
Street here is several feet under water 
and the whole lower section of the town is 
flooded. The tracks of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad are under water. 

A train came south this morning, but 
when this place was reached it was decided 
for safety’s sake to abandon the road.

The destruction wrought by the storm 
was so great that many industrial estab- 
lishments along the river’s banks will be 
unable to resume work for several. days. 
Quite a number of buildings used for man- 
ufacturing purposes had their foundations 
weakened and machinery clogged with 
mud. Thousands of persons visited the 
scenes of the flood to-day and watched the 
hundreds of workmen clearing away the 
débris and pumping the water out of cel- 
lars of houses and other buildings. 

All reports from up-river points carry the 
information that great damage was done. 
The various towns, new that the water has 
receded, are rapidly recovering their nor- 
mal condition. The big iron works at 
Pottstown, which, suffered considerably 
from the swollen waters, will partially re- 
sume operations to-morrow, as also will 
other industrial 
alcng the Upper Schuylkill. 

At Pottsville rain fell heavily all day, 
which resulted in again sending the river 
up slightly at that point, but no further 
damage is apprehended. The indications

Flood Subsides at Pittsburg. 


PITTSBURG, March 2.—This city and Al- 
legheny have so far recovered from the 
flood-as to have resumed all ordinary traf- 
fic and to have in a great measure over- 
come the inconvenience brought about by 
the high waters. The only portions of either 
city still under water are the lower parts 
of Penn Avenne in Pittsburg and the Woods 
Run -district in Allegheny. Both of those 
sections will be out of the water's clutch 
before morning, as the rivers are steadily 
falling here and at all points above. 

An estimate of the damage done here by 
the fleod is hard to get at to-night, but 
conservative men place the total at about 
$1,250,000. This includes the loss to the 
thousands of ‘workmen in wages as well as 
the actual property loss. 


FAMOUS BRIDGE WASHED AWAY. 


Two Piers of Old Structure at Harris- 
burg Destroyed—Many Homes 
Flooded. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., March 2.—The sec- 
ond and third piers of the famous old Cam- 
elback Bridge, on the Harrisburg side, were 
washed away by high water early this 
morning. The bridge was built in 1816, and 
was probably the oldest bridge across the 
Susquehanna River. It is owned by Har- 
risburg capitalists and will immediately be 
rebuilt. 

Much damage has been done by the high 
water in and about Harrisburg. The Penn- 
sylvania Railroad’s steel bridge at Rock- 
ville is in danger, and the company is send- 
ing its trains over the Cumberland Valley 
Bridge at Bridgeport. Three of the piers 
are badly damaged, and if the water goes 
much higher it is expected that the dam- 
aged section will be carried away. The 
water has done damage to the million-dol- 
lar bridge which the company is building 


at Rockville. The Pennsylvania _ Steel 
Works, at Steelton, and the iron and steel 
mills in South Harrisburg have been forced 
to close down on account of water in the 
fiy-wheel pits. 

South arrisburg is under water and 
thany of the families in that locality are 
living in the upper stories of their homes. 
Last night 200 persons sought safety in the 
schoolhouse at Lochiel. The water has 
been receding since noon, although it is 
feared it will again rise when the volume of 
water up the river comes down. Street car 
traffic between Harrisburg and Steelton is 
badly crippled by high water. The Penn- 
sylvania Railroad tracks between Middle- 
town and South Harrisburg are covered 
with water in.some sections. 


SUNBURY NOW THREATENED. 


Rising River at Point of Overflow Has 
Driven Residents to High Lands. 
SUNBURY, Penn., March 2.—A thirteen- 
foot flood in the Susquehanna River at this 
place threatens the town with serious gam- 
age. Back water has flooded the lower or 


central portion of the town to a depth of | 


from four to six feet, and the residents @o- 
night were forced to seek shelter on the 
high lands, leaving their household effects 
to the mercy of the water. 

The river is still rising and is within a 
few inches of overflowing the bank. Pas- 
senger and freight traffic is at a stand- 
still, the tracks’ being inundated for miles 
around. To protect its bridge which 
spans the Susquehanna River the Phila- 
delphia and Reading Railrobad Company 
has placed upon it a train, of cars loaded 
with iron. Although no fatalities have been 
reported as yet, many narrow escapes from 
Growning have occurred. 


Damage by Flood at Susqu@hanna. 

SUSQUEHANNA, Penn., March 2.—The 
Susquehanna River is the highest in twen- 
ty-five years. The heavy body of ice be- 
tween Binghamton and Cooperstown has 
passed out, but has done much damage. 
The tannery building at Red Rook was car- 
ried down stream, and took with it a sec- 
tion of the county bridge connecting Great 
Bend and Halstead. All passenger trains 
are running from New York to Waverly, 
thence westward over the Lehigh Valley 
Road to Buffalo. Lehigh Valley live stock 
trains are running over the Erie between 
Waverly and New York. The Erie Road 
has a large force of men repairing tracks 
at Waverly, and at other points. The Penn- 
sylvania Division of the Delaware and 
Hudson Railroad between Scranton and 
Nineveh is tied up by high awter at vari- 
ous points. 


BIG FLOOD AT WHEELING. 


Many Factories Forced to Suspend by 
Highest Water in Years. 
WHEELING, W. Va., March 2.—Wheel- 
ing to-night is in the grasp of the worst 
flood it has experienced since that of 1884, 
with but one exception. The maximum 
stage was reached at 6 o'clock this even- 


ing, forty-three feet three inche’, and the 
— is expected to begin about mid- 
night. 

In Wheeling, Bellaire, Benwood, Martin’s 
Ferry, and Bridgeport scores of factories 
has been entered by the raging waters, 
fires extinguished, and 20,000 men thrown 
into idleness that will continue until Mon- 
day night or Tuesday morning. 

Wheeling Island is two-thirds covered by 
the water to-night and fully 700 tamilies 
are occupying the upper floors of their 
homes. South Wheeling and Benwood were 
damaged fully as much. Owing to the slow 
advance of the flood to-day, however, the 
people were enabled to move their belong- 
ings, and as a consequence the property 
loss is not as heavy as on former occasions. 

This afternoon North Wheeling boys 
built a fire on the river bank, and in the 
débris used as fuel was, among other 
things, a partially filled can of nitro-gly- 
cerine which exptOded with a tremendous 
report. Three of the boys were seriously 
injured. 

Another half-filled can of nitro-glycerine 
was kicked around in the gutter in front 
of the Hotel Windsor by boys until an oil 
man disclosed the character of the con- 
tents. Then there was a scattering in all 
directions. The police removed the can. 


OHIO RIVER AT FLOOD STAGE. 


Higher Water Expected at Cincinnati, 
and Warning Has Been Sent Out. 
CINCINNATI, Ohio, March 2.—Reports 
from the Upper Ohio Valley to-night show 
the river is rising from Wheeling to Rip- 
ley, and is above the danger line at all in- 


termediate points. Observer Basseler of 
this city reported to the Weather Bureau 
at Washington to-night as follows: 

“The Ohio River in the upper district 
is above danger lines. It will pass the 
spnger line at Cincinnati (60 feet) at 9 A.

OVERFLOWED RIVER 
DESTROYS MARSHALL, N. C. 


Flood Rushed Over Protecting Wall 
and Caused Heavy Loss in 
Lives and Property. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., March 2.—The worst 
floods in the history of the State have in- 
undated Western North Carolina since 
Thursday. Wires are down and all traf- 
fic suspended. 

At Marshall the scenes of Johnstown 
were almost duplicated Thursday night. 
The town, situated on the banks of the 
river, is protected by a brick wall thirteen 
feet high. The torrential rains of the early 
part of the week swelled the stream_be- 
yond the high-water mark. 

Late Thursday night there came a sudden 
rise. A great sheet of water leaped the 
high wall and swept upon the town. In a 
moment the long main street of Marshall 
was flooded. The torrent swept down 
building after building, and the crash of 
falling structures and the cries of the panic- 
stricken populace were mingled with the 
roar of the flood. Horses and cows were 
hurled about in the water with great piles 
of lumber. So terrific was the onslaught 
of the water that by midnight only one 
building was left standing on the south 
side of town, that being a three-story brick. 

The law office of Senator Pritchard and 
Thomas S. Rollins was swept from its 
foundation and the contents completely de- 
stroyed, including the valuable law library 
of Senator Pritchard. The Carolina Chem- 
ical Company’s big building was under- 
mined and the building was carried on the 
water a hundred feet and completely 
wrecked, ruining two —— houses in 
the crash. At the first alarm the railway 
telegrapher attempted to notify Alexander, 
but his calls were unanswered. He _ then 
was forced to flee for his life. Several per- 
sons are known to be dead. 

The further details of the disaster are 
unobtainable up to 1 o'clock this morning. 
News of the disaster was brought to Alex- 
ander by W. F. Craigbill and Henry W. 
Flood, who performed the daring feat of a 
trip te Alexander on foot over the ruined 
railway. They reached Alexander after 
forty hours of travel. There is but one wire 
working out of Alexander, and that feebly. 

The loss to Marshall is estimated at from 
$50,000 to $75,000. A relief expedition will 
leave Asheville this morning. Another late 
report to-night says the death list at Mar- 
shall is greater than at first reported. Sena- 
tor Pritchard left Washington this after- 
noon for Marshall. In addition to his of- 
fice, his home is a wreck. 


HOT SPRINGS (N. C.) SUBMERGED. 


Freshets Covered the Town and Caused 
Damage at Many Points. 
ASHEVILLE, N. C., March 2.—Telegraph 
and telephone communication was restored 
to-day for the first time since Thursday 
with the towns along the Southern Rail- 
way which were cut off by the recent heavy 
rains. Several stations on the French Broad 


River were carried away and the track 
washed out. 

The cottages and Mountain Park Hotel at 
Hot Springs, N. C., were submerged, but 
not seriously damaged. The railroad com- 
pany expects to resume traffic to-morrow. 
The town of Marshall, N. C., suffered 
severely, the waters of the French Broad 
overrunning a thirteen-foot wall and flood- 
ing the town. The Southern’s tracks in this 
location suffered severely. There was no 
loss of life. 


Two Drowned in Alabama River. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., March 2,—Capt. 
Charles A. Allen of the Montgomery Blues, 
who was a Lieutenant in the Second Ala- 
bama Volunteers in the Spanish War, and 


his younger brother, Thomas Allen, were 
drowned to-day in the flooded waters of 
the Alabama River. The two men were 
oS along the bank of the river when 
their horses took fright and backed the 
buggy into the water. 


HUDSON RIVER OVERFLOW 
INUNDATES MANY TOWNS. 


Albany Streets Under Water, .Resi- 
dences Flooded, and Railway Traf- 
fic Badly Interfered With. 
ALBANY, March 2.—A heavy rainfall, 
which set in-about: 4 o'clock this quorning 
and continued until sunset, has caused one 
of the highest freshets in the history of 
the Hudson River at this place. It has 
swept away hundreds of dollars worth of 
portable property and ‘caused much suf- 
fering to the residents of the southern sec- 
tion of the city, whose houses are com- 
pletely cut off by the water and are ac- 

cessible only by means of rowboats. 
Railroad traffic has been badly inter- 
fered with, and not a wheel has turned on 
a street car Mne to-day, as a result of the 
Hudson River overflowing its banks. The 


entire southern portion of the city is under 
water, and residents have to use rowboats 
to ay to and trom their homes. . 

The New York Central Railway trains 
from New York City are from two to five 
hours late as a result of having_to use the 
tracks of the Harlem Branch from Hud- 
son to Chatham, and then over the Boston 
and Albany Railway tracks to this city. 
The New York Central tracks west of 
Albany are entirely under water, and all 
trains are transferred to the West Shore 
Railroad at Rotterdam Junction. 

The trains which left New York at 7:30 
last night, and on board of which were 
more than 100 passengers, did not reach 
this city at all. At Castleton the water 
was so high that the engine fires were ex- 
tinguished, and the passengers were forced 
to remain in the cars until daylight, when 
boats were procured and they were trans- 
ferred to carryalls, which took them to 
Brookview, where a Boston and Albany 
train was in waiting to bring them to this 
city. ' 

At 8 o’clock to-night the water began to 
fall slowly, and little more trouble is 
looked for. 


FLOOD STALLED FAST TRAIN. 


The Empire State Express Passengers 
Rescued in Rowboats. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., March 2.—All 
traffic on the New York Central between 
Hudson and Albany has been blocked since 
last night by the flooding of the tracks near 
Schodock. Through trains are being run 


over the Boston and Albany via Chatham 
from Hudson to Albany. 

The Empire State Express was stalled in 
the flood near Schodock last night, the 
water putting the fire in the locomotive 
out. The passengers were held prisoners 
on the train until this morning, when row- 
boats carrying provisions arrived from 
Hudson and took them off. They were sent 
to New York on a special! train from Hud- 
son. An ice gorge has formed at Castleton 
which is liable to make serious trouble if 
it breaks. 


HAVOC BY GENESEE RIVER. 


High Water Causes Damage in All the 
Valley—Rochester Partly Flooded.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., March 2.—High 
water ig playing havoc all the way up the 
Valley of the Genesee River. The river 
and all its tributaries are raging torrents, 
and crowds standing on the bridges and 
banks watch the wreckage come down 
stream.

structive Flood at Binghamton. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., March 2.—The 
Susquehanna and Chenango Rivers have 
been over their banks here for the last 
thirty-six hours. Row boats are in use in 
a large section of the city. About 1,000 
families have been affected by the flood, 
the losses ranging all the way from those 
of residents who were compelled to move 
out of their homes down to minor dam- 
ages to cellar. The electric light plant is 
unable to operate. The water now stands 
at the highest mark in forty-six years. 

The Erie and Lackawanna Railroads are 
running their trains from here to New 
York, and the latter road gets through to 
Buffalo, but the Erie cannot get west of 
Waverly. From all points in the southern 
tier come reports of bank-high streams, 
impassible highways, and flooded towns. 
The only encouraging feature at 10:30 
o'clock was a slight drop in the tempera- 


ture. 
At Upper Lisle John Richardson was

The 
total loss here will be about $30,000. 


FLOOD SUFFERERS AT ELMIRA. 


Many Homeless Families Sheltered in 
Public Buildings—Railways 
Resume, Trafiic. 


ELMIRA, N. Y., March 2.—The Chemung 
River has receded and the danger which 
was threatened because of the rainfall has 
passed. There is much suffering among 
the large number of families who were 
driven from their homes by the flood. A 


large number of people are’ quartered in 
the Salvation Army shelter, the clubhouse 
of the Father Matthew Temperance Society, 
and the various hotels. 

The Northern Central, Lackawanna, and 
Erie Railroads are gradually resuming traf- 
fic. The Lehigh Valley probably will not be 
able to resume the running of trains within 
a week. The property damage is conserva- 
tively estimated at $55,000. Mayor Flood 
has called a meeting of citizens for Monday 
afternoon to devise ways and means to re- 
lieve the suffering. 


RAILWAY LINES WASHED OUT. 


Highest Water Ever Known in Lyons, 
N. Y., Causes Loss and Delays Travel. 


LYONS, N. Y., March 2.—It has been 
raining hard in this section for twenty- 
four hours, and is still raining to-night. 
The water is still rising In the Clyde River, 
and the New York Central and Hudson 
River and the West Shore tracks are 
washed out between here and Palmyra 
and between here and Clyde. The chief 
railroad communication is by way of 
Geneva over the Pennsylvania division, 
thence east and west over the Auburn di- 
visions, the tracks running under water 
part of the way. The Northern Central 
road weighted its bridges down with cars 
to hold them. 

The water here is six Inches above the 
highest water mark ever known. East 
Water, Montezuma, Porgeham, Franklin, 
Elmer, and Shuler Streets are reached only 
with boats, and the current is so strong 
in the streets that boating is dangerous. 
If the water rises two inches more it 
will extinguish the fires under the Wayne 
County Electric Company’s boilers, This 
company supplies Lyons and Clyde with 
electric light, heat, and power. ‘Telegraph 
and telephone communication is hampered 
by washed out poles. 

Gananqura Creek and Canandaigua Lake 
outlet are choked with thick ice, and when 
this goes out it is feared the bridges all 
along the Clyde River will be swept away. 
Along the lowlands the farmers are com- 
pelled to use boats to reach outbuildings, 
and are removing their live stock and turn- 
ing it loose on the highlands. Apparently

FLOOD TIES UP RAILROADS. 


Traffic on the Lehigh Valley Line Sus-

HAMLET ALMOST DESTROYED. 


Flood, Ice Jam, and Fire Ruined Many 
Homes in Sprakers. 


FORT PLAIN, N? Y., March 2—The ham- 
let of Sprakers, six miles east of here, 
has been almost wiped out of existence by 
the continued forces of water and fire. 
Sprakers is made up of fifty families, and 
has been under water for two days. Great 
masses of ice came down the ri@er, and, 
striking the houses, shook them so that 
the stoves in them were overturned and 
the dwellings were burned. 

In some instances people escaped from 
perilous positions by stepping from the sec- 
ond stories of their homes to a big mass 
of ice, which became jammed, and then 
walked in safety to the high West Shore 


Railroad tracks. One of the West Shore 
bridges was moved eighteen inches by the 
ice pack just a few minutes after a fast 
passenger train had dashed over it. 

Portions of Canajoharie and Fort Plain 
are inundated. Trains on both the West 
Shore and New York Central roads are out 
of business. 


Remains of Three Men Drowned in 
Whitmont Washout Recovered.

CHATHAM, N. Y., March 2.—The bodies 
of the three Chatham men killed yesterday 
in the washout near Whitmont, N. Y., have 
been recovered. The head of one was found

MANY TRAINS DELAYED

The 
Chicago express, due at the station at 8:45 
o'clock in the morning, was stuck outside 
of Albany with a load of passengers. it 
Was announced that a relief train had been 
made up and sent out to her. 

The Empire State Express, due at 10 
o'clock Saturday night, drew into the train- 
shed at 7 o'clock yesterday morning. Many 
trains are stalled along the line, and the 
train dispatcher’s office had much diffi- 
culty in locating them on account of trouble 
with the wires. 

Up to last night no through Western 
trains had been dispatched. 

The same conditions prevailed in New 
Jersey. At the Pennsylvania and Jersey 


City stations the officials of the various 
roads said that the local trains were run- 
ning on schedule time, the delay to the 
through trains being due to washouts out- 
side of the State.. 

At the Pennsylvania Rallroad Station it 
was said that the Southern Express due at 
1:30 o'clock P. M. did not arrive until 
4:30, while the Seaboard Air Line, due at 
2:40, was three hours late. 

Conductor Coleman of the Southern Ex- 
press said that his train had been delayed 
by the storm, and also by the collision of 
two freight engines at Charlotte, N. C. 

The Atlantic Express, due at 3:40, did 
not get in until 6:50, 

The Lehigh Valley Railroad is only being 
operated from Jersey City to Mauch Chunk. 
No tickets have been sold beyond that 
point since Friday. The officials of the 
Susquehanna Railroad reported their local 
service all right. Trains from points west 
were late. Central Railroad ofticials made 
a similar statement. 


At the Lackawanna Station in Hoboken | 


it was said that the local trains on the 
Morris and Essex division were running 
regularly, but no trains had been run be- 
yond the Delaware Water Gap, and none 
had arrived from beyond that point since 
Friday. At the Erie Railroad Station the 
officials said there had been a series of 
washouts, the main trouble being at El- 
mira and Waverly, where the road skirts 
the Chemung River. 

There had also been washouts at Hor- 
nellsville, Adrian, Addison, and Corning. 
These had been repaired, trains being run 
over a part of the Lehigh Valley and Lack- 
awanna tracks. The damage, it was said, 


Trains arriving at the Jersey City station 
yesterday were greatly delayed. One train 
from Cleveland was twelve hours behind 
time. Trains from Chicago and Buffalo 
were from six to eight hours late. Owing 
to the delay to through freight only that of 
high class was being accepted. The only 
delay to local traffic was caused by the 
overflow of Pompton Creek and a ‘slight 
washout at Singac, N. J., but these were 
only temporary, the damage done at these 
points being quickly repaired. 


REPAIRING TELEGRAPH WIRES. 


Western Union and Postal Companies 
Say Service Is Being Restored 
Gradually. 


The telegraph companies yesterday re- 
ported improvement in the condition of 
their wires in the flooded and storm-swept 
districts. In parts of the Mohawk Valley 
the ice gorges have carried away the poles, 
but the washouts and rising waters have 
not so much damaged the wires as they 
have retarded the work of repair. West of 
Albany, where several Postal Telegraph 
wires are down, it is impossible for the 
construction gangs to reach them. 

The Western Union has about a dozen 
wires in communication with Philadelphia, 
Washington, and Southern points. The 
Postal also operates a limited service to 
these points, and reaches Philadelphia by 
way of Chicago, 

Wire Chief E. P. Griffith of the Western 
Union says the situation is but little bet- 
ter than it has been for a week past. The 
floods of the last few days have caused 
some damage in New Jersey and Pennsy!l- 
vania, but not to a serfous extent, 

By this morning one-quarter of the com- 

any’s service will be in operation in the 

Vest and South, where the storm of ten 
days ago did the damage. The company 
has limited connections with all centres. 
New wires are being gained daily, and un- 
less the present floods become serious, the 
progress in repairing will be rapid. 

At the office of the Postal Telegraph 
Company last night it was said that the 
general condition was improving. Some 
new damage has been caused by the floods 
up State, and there is still trouble with 
the Southern wires, but they are im a bet- 
ter position than they have been for the 
past week. 


YONKERS VIADUCT WRECKED. 


Slipped from Place Just After a Loaded 
Trolley Car Had Crossed. 
YONKERS, N. Y., March 2.—The storms 
and floods have caused the wrecking of the 
steel and granite viaduct across the ravine 
in which runs Rawley’s Brook at the 
dividing line between this city and Hast- 
ings. A trolley car laden with persons 
had a narrow escape from plunging down 
with the viaduct forty-odd feet to the 
bottom of the ravine. The stream flow- 
ing through the ravine is generally little 
more than a rill. The heavy rains and the 
melting snow have swollen it to a size 
never before seen. The ravine is about 

125 feet wide and over forty feet deep. 
Six or seven years ago when Warburton 
Avenue was extended from this city into 
Hastings the ravine was spanned by a 
handsome steel bridge resting on granite 


The trolley cars began to cross it 
The floods a few days 
ago were thought to have weakened the 
structure and great wooden spiles were 
placed in position to give it added strength, 
but the floods yesterday and to-day swept 
these away. The viaduct showed no signs 
of giving way and it was used all day by 
cars, carriages, and foot passengers. 

This afternoon pedestrians crossing the 
bridge and several persons standing on it 
watching the raging water below felt the 
structure sway as a trolley car bound for 
Yonkers was in the middie. There was a 
rush to get off and the cries and screams of 
the frightened ones was the first those in 
the car knew of their danger. The motor- 
man turned on iull power and his car 
reached solid ground. 

Before the car had gotten 200 feet away 
the steel structure slipped from place, ow- 
ing to the sinking of one of the pillars, but 
did not drop. It rests in a position where 
seemingly a child could push it into the 
water. 

The Saw Mill River valley is under water. 
The river is four inches higher than ever 
before recorded. All the streets crossing 
the river are under water, and have been 
closed lest the bridges have been weakened. 
The moquette works of the Smith Carpet 
Company, which are on the banks of the 
river, were closed yesterday when the wa- 
ter reached the firepits and will not be 
opened again for several days.

The visitors gave the royal craft 2 
critical examination, and the members of 
her crew who were on duty had to keep a 
sharp lookout to prevent the enthusiastic 
souvenir hunters from getting away with 
remembrances of Prince Henry's visit. 
In addition to the people who held passes 
to inspect the craft, a crowd estimated at 
about 5,000 visited the pier during the day 
and admired the yacht from ashore. Capt. 
Schmittberger was reinforced by 100 extra 
bluecoats, and had no difficulty in_pre- 
serving perfect order in the vicinity of and 
on the pier. At 4 o’clock, when the public 
inspection came to an end, it was found

The 
members of the club were invited to visit 
the Hohenzollern this or to-morrow after- 
noon.

FLOODS IN NEW ENGLAND. 


Operation of Many Factories on Water 
Courses May Be Stopped. 
BOSTON, March 2.—Flood reports are 
general to-night from every part of New 
England, although the conditjons are not 
particularly alarming, for the rainstorm 
has passed and the thermometer is a little 
lower. The remarkably heavy rainfall of 
Friday night and the warm temperature 
since then have carried away most of the 

snow which fell in February. 

The indications in Eastern New England 
are that the freshets will not do anything 
like the damage the high water in the 
early Winter did unless the thaw continues 
heavy and without a break over the water 
sheds of the Penobscot, Kennebec, and An- 
droscoggin Rivers. 

In Southern New England, and especially 
Massachusetts, the snow has gone entirely, 
and the thaw is thus ended. The damage 
done and likely to come is along the 
streams which turn the wheels of mills, em- 
ploying in the aggregate a hundred thou- 
sand operatives or more. Scores of mills 
are likely to be idle to-morrow and pds- 
sibly for a few days. 


SEVERE STORM IN CALIFORNIA. 


Wind and Rain Caused Damage—The 
Sacramento River Overfiowing. 
SAN FRANCISCO, March 2.—A heavy 
southeast storm passed over this city and 
vicinity last night. The principal damage 
was sustained by telephone and telegraph 
wires, Communication with interior points 
and the East was absolutely cut off for 
several hours. The heavy wind blew poles 
down in all directions. The bay was un- 
usually rough, and the ferry service be- 
tween this city and Oakland was discon- 
tinued until this morning. To-night there 
is telegraph communication by slow wire 
to the East by way of Los Angeles. All 
other routes are still down. According to 
the latest reports the Sacramento River is 

rising and threatening the levees. 


Danger Point Passed at Scranton. 
SCRANTON, Penn., March 2.—Incessant 
rain all day caused the Lackawanna River 
to begin to rise again at noon, and in five 
hours it had increased its depth thirty 
inches. It had receded five feet prior to 
this, however, and when the rain ceased 


at nightfall danger of a repetition of Fri- 
day's flooding subsided. 

The Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Company was ‘tied up Saturday night by 
the overflowing of the Delaware at Dela- 
ware Water Gap and a washout at Elm- 
hurst. ‘Traffic was resumed at noon to- 
day. It is the only road, except the loca! 
line of the Delaware and Hudson, that is 
now open. Hundreds of flood-bound travel- 
ers from Wilkesbarre are flocking here to 
get to New York and Philadelphia. 

Joseph Gallagher, a _ fourteen-year-old 
Taylor boy, was drowned by falling from 
a bridge into the river, and James O'Mal- 
ley, a miner, thirty-five years of age, who 
has not been seen since Saturday morning, 
is supposed to have lost his life in cross- 
ing Keyser Creek on his way home from 
work.

EASTON, Penn., March 2.~—The flood in 
the Lehigh River is rapidly receding after 
reaching the highest mark on record.

Senator Addresses a Big Meeting 
in the Academy of Music.

‘Benjamin R. Tillman, United States Sen- 
ator from South Carolina, was the orator 
at last night's celebration of the one hun- 
dred and twenty-fourth anniversary of the 
birth of Robert Emmet, the Irish patriot.

**Gentlemen, Irish-Americans, Americans 
born of Irish parents, fellow-citizens, ladies 
and gentlemen,’ began Mr. Tillman, after 
the Chairman, State Senator Victor J. 
Dowling, had introduced him as “* the hon- 
ored guest of the Irish societies, the friend 
of human liberty.” 

“You're all right, Tilly,”’ shouted a man 
im the gallery, and the Senator continued: 

“You do me too much honor to’ 

“No, no,”’ came from a chorus of voices. 

“My thanks for your grand reception,” 
the Senator proceeded, getting a start at 
last. “‘1 can only express bluntly. 1 make 
no claim to being an orator, but ’’— 

** But you’re a bully fighter,’’ was echoed 
from above, and the speaker laughed with 
the audience. He then went on; 

‘If I have any ciaim to oratory it con- 
sists in trying to speak the truth, and fight 
the devil with tire. I was at first at a loss 
to find a reason for/accepting your invita- 
tion to talk here to-night, but I did so.

I can think of but one reason 
why she is not incorporated like the rest— 
that is, the reason of race and religion.” 
(Cheering and cries of, *“ That's so!""], 
Mr. Tillman then reviewed some history, 
adding that a large percentage of Irish 
failure was due to lrishmen’s lack of unity 
and treachery to each other. This state- 
ment was received enthusiastically. He 
said further that even a little unity ** would 
have driven John Bull and his myrmidons 
across the Irish Channel long years ago.” 
After this he described himself as follows: 
“TI forgot to tell you—I am a typical An- 
glo-Saxon. One-half of me is English, one- 
fourth is Irish, and the other fourth, to- 
gether with the name, is German. The 
Trish and the German in me have got the 
Englishman down, and he is saying noth- 


ing. But if the Englishman in me were to | 


find his goice, he would tell you that my 
English &ncestors came to South Carolina 
before the Revolution and that they helped 
to drive John Bull across the sea.’’ [Ap- 
plause.]

When they reached the latter place, he 
sent his wife back home, and she is now 
with her mother and sister here at 418 
Superior Street, where she is su porting 
herself by doing needlework. She says 
they left Lima rather hurriedly, and her 
husband explained that it was to be their 
wedding trip. They went to Dallas and 
Fort Worth, Texas, and when they were 
near the end of their journey her husband, 
who had been somewhat taciturn on the 
trip, told her that he had married her un- 
der an assumed name and that his name 
was in reality Huffman. He said he did 
this from the fact that they were about to 
visit his relatives. He ordered her to call 
him Clinton Huffman, and she obeyed.

NEW SPECIES OF VIOLET. 


Named in Honor of Young Woman of 
Orange, N. J., Whe Discovered It. 


Spbecial to The New York Times. 
ORANGE, N. J., March 2.—A new species 
of violet has been discovered by Miss Lillie 
Angell of Minton Place, Orange, and 
Charles Louis Pollard, curator of plants at 
the Smithsonian Institution, has named the 
species “ viola angellae,’’ after the discov- 


erer. 
Miss Angell is an amateur botanist, and 


when she discovered this new type of violet 
growing on the Orange Mountain she sent 
some specimens to the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. Mr. Pollard sent for additional 
specimens, which he planted alongside of 
viola palmata, the ordinary variety, but the 
new specimens showed no tendency to ap- 
proach the known variety in its general 
characteristics. 

The leaves are cordate-ovate in outline, 
with a broad sinus, irregularly five to seven 
lobed, or some of them merely deeply sin- 
uate, the lobes are all obtuse, more or less 
crenate, and the flowers are violet-purple, 
darker at the base. The leaves attain large 
dimensions.

EXPLOSION IN READING, PENN. 


Buildings Collapse and Three 
People Are Believed to Have 
Been Killed. 


READING, Penn., March 2.—At 10 o'clock 
to-night a terrific explosion occurred in the 
four-story music store of C. H. Lichty.

PUSHING WAR ON POLICY| 


Capt. Goddard Says Raids Are Be- | 


ing Made Continually. 


Policy Shops ‘in This City Reduced from 
1,200 to 400—Have Made Many 
Poor Families Destitute. 


Capt. Norton F. Goddard, President uf the | 


Anti-Policy Society, said yesterday 
speaking of the raids on Saturday night, 
that ‘‘ policy in the City of New York not 
only could, but would be stopped.” 

“ All we need,” Capt. Goddard went on, 
“fs a little more help. In our raids of 
yesterday we were materially aided by 
men with whom Mr. Moss surrounded him- 
self. They have recently joined Mr. Je- 
rome’s force, and are remarkably capable 
men. When the Anti-Policy Society was 
started there were 1,200 policy shops in 
New York. There are now 400. That of 
itself speaks for our work. 

“The raid of Saturday was nothing so 
very unusual. We have been making about 
three raids a week. Not all of them get 
into the papers, or at least they are not no- 
ticed as the raid of Saturday was. I will 
not say, however, that the most recent 
raid was not a good achievement. It was 
done almost exclusively by Mr. Blaney, 
and he deserves the credit. 

“As the law stands now any policeman 
|} even in uniform can make a policy raid, 
| and arrest the principal if he catches him 
| with policy paraphernalia in his possession. 
| I have great confidence in Mr. Partridge, 

and I know that in time he wil! get around 
to this phase of evil. 
“The principal trouble has been, and 
| stili is, that the backers of the policy busi- 
| ness are a powerful lot of men. Not so 
} mvch politically, as because of the power 
| they had through their money. Why, Al 
Acams had almost a position in society. 
Among some of the papers which belonged 
to him, and which we confiscated, we 
found abundant evidence of that. 

‘Policy playing is worse than gambling. 
A man stands some show to win at gam- 
bling. in policy, however, the chance is 
so remote that it amounts to an absolute 
swindle. It is a swindle and nothing else. 

“There is another phase to policy which 
makes it worse than playing for money 
with cards or playing the roulette wheel. 
In these only men engage. When raiding

| policy shops we almost invariably find wo- 
| men, and sometimes children. in the places. 
| “ That’s the distressing part of it. An- 
other thing. The average poiicy play does 
not exceed 4 or 5 cents. It is a game that 
injures the very poor by working on their 
superstitions.

| tee which helps the destitude in the dis- 
} of its means. In in- 
| vestigating the wmooeaety for help, and look- 
| ing for the causes which led to the destitu- 
tion, we have discovered that a large pro- 
| portion of the financial trouble of families

“There is no reason for a system which 
treats the policemen in New York in that 
way. Under the present system an almost 
prohibitive fine is put on a patrolman for 
making an arrest, for instead of going 
home he has to take his prisoner to court. 
Under the two platoon system, after a long 
an@ trying day, the men are sent out at 
midnight until the next morning. In many 
sections of the city there are no restaurants 
open, and the temptation of the liquor 
saloon for stimulants is tremendous. 

“It is rumored on all sides, and the testi- 
mony seems to be very straight, that the 


reason some of the Captains and Inspectors } 


are in favor of the system now existing is 
that under it the patrolmen are at their 
mercy, and the Captain is able to be a little 
Czar. The three-platoon system gives the 
officers less chance to play the tyrant.’ 


Large Tract of Land at Locust 


Point, Baltimore. 

BALTIMORE, Md., March 2.—The Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad Company has just 
completed negotiations for more extensive 
terminals on the Locust Point side of the 
harbor here. The Locust Point Terminal 
and Forwarding Company has transferred 
to the railroad company the valuable wharf 
properties adjoining the North German 
Lloyd piers. The property covers an area 
of 200.000 square feet, and the price was 
$162,500. 

It is the intention of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Company to buiid new piers to ac- 
commodate the increased traffic of the 
North German Lloyd and of the Johnston 
line of steamers to Liverpool. Enlarged 
facilities have long been needed, and the 
Terminal and Forwarding Company was 
finally prevailed upon to sell. he prop- 
erty represents part of the old Enoch 
Pratt estate, upon which was erected the 
first coal piers in Baltimore. It includes 
about 1,180 feet of water front. The recent 
visit of North German Lloyd officials 
brought about the deal. 

Improvements in contemplation by the 
Baltimore and Ohio at Locust Point for 
some time are now assured. The same 
company has also recently purchased a 
large piece of property on Fort Avenue, 
and intends to rebuild its yards at Locust 
Point, with a view to improving facilities 
for handling export trade. As the result of 
these purchases, the Baltimore and Ohio 
now absolutely ~controls the export coal 
trade at Locust Point.

Postal Affairs and Legislation Will 
Occupy the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—In accordance 
with yesterday’s decision the Senate to- 
morrow will take up the Ship Subsidy bill, 
which will continue to hold its place as the 
unfinished business until disposed of. 
There is, however, no disposition, for the 
present, to press the matter to the exclu- 
sion of all other business, so that probably 
it will be laid aside at different times, to 
permit the consideration of other matters, 
including Senator Hoar’s bill for the pro- 
tection of the President against assault. 

The Legislative Appropriation bill will 
be reported some time this week and will 
take precedence of the Ship bill in its own 
right if Senator Cullom, who will have it 
in charge, shall decide to ask the Senate 
to take it up, as he probably will. The Sub- 
sidy bill will not be debated for so great a 
length of time as was the measure before 
the last Congress. There will be a number 
of speeches on it, however, before it is al- 
lowed to go to a vote. 

Senator Frye, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Commerce, who will have the bill in 
charge, will explain the measure when it 
is taken up on Monday. Senator Clay will 
address the Senate from the Democratic 
point of view, and probably will be fol- 
lowed by Senators Turner, Vest, Mallory, 
and other Democratic Senators. 

Senator Turner has abandoned his an- 
nounced intention of reviewing President 
Pro Tem. Frye’s ruling in the Tillman-Mc- 
laurin contempt proceeding, and present 
indications are that that incident will not 
receive any further immediate attention. 

The House of Representatives will give 
most of its time of the present week to 
postal affairs, beginning to-morrow with

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MARCONI’S MESSAGES. 
They Were Not Intercepted by the Op- 
erator on the Umbria, Although 


His Receiver Was Open. 


After an exceptionally rough voyage the 
Cunard steamship Umbria, from Liver- 
pool, arrived yesterday none the worse for 
the bad weather encountered. 

When the liner was berthed Daniel Col- 
lins, the Marconi operator, was sought, and 
asked if he had intercepted any of the 
signals from Poldhu, Cornwall, that Mr. 
Marconi had received on board the Phila- 
delphia when at a distance of 2,099 miles 
from the Cornish coast. 

Mr. Collins stated that he did not receive 
any of the messages or signals, although 
he kept his receiver open and would un- 
doubtedly have caught some of them had 
Marconi’s syntonic plan proved a failure. 
As the Umbria came over practically the 
same track as that traversed by the Phila- 
delphia, in fact was nearer the sending 
station at Poldhu, Mr. Collins thought the 
system arranged by the inventor to in- 
sure the non-interception of wireless mes- 
sages hed proved to be a complete suc- 
cess. With the other Cunard -liners, the 
Etruria and the Campania, the Umbria, 
however, was in communication. A num- 
ber of messages were exchanged with both 
steamships, one of those received from the 
Campania being from a saloon passenger 
to Dr. Burland, the surgeon on the Um- 
bria. Dr. Burland was much surprised 
when he learned his friend was on his 
way to England, as he had expected to 
meet him in New York on his arrival! here. 

Among the passengers on the Umbria was 
Herbert Allen Giles, Professor of Chinese 
at Cambridge University. Prof. Giles comes 
over to deliver a course of lectures at 
Columbia and the University of Chicago. 
At Columbia he is to deliver a course of 
six lectures on ‘‘ China and Chinese Civ- 
ilization,”” the first lecture occurring 
Wednesday, and the others on alternate 
days until March 17. After that the pro- 
fessor will go to Chicago in response to an 
invitation from President Harper of the 
University of Chicago to lecture at that 
institution. Prof. Giles spent twenty-seven 
years in China, and is a fluent Chinese 
scholar. He was formerly the British Con- 

; Sul at Ningpo, but retired ten years ago to 
| accept his present position at Cambridge.

Cake Bakers Appeal to Central 
Federated Union. 


They Do Not Wish to be Classed as 
Bakers of Bread—Brewery Engi- 
neers Have a Grievance. 


Differences which have arisen between 
the Bread Bakers’ and Cake Bakers’ Unions 
of Manhattan, and have given rise to much 
bitterness of feeling among the members 
of the respective organizations, were aired 
at yesterday's meeting of the Central Fed- 
erated Union. There are two local unions 
of bread bakers and one union of cake 
bakers in Manhattan, and all three belong 
to the Journeymen Bakers’ International 
Union. 

It is charged that for some time the two 
local unions of bread bakers have been 
trying to break up the Cake Bakers’ Union, 
in order that the cake bakers may be forced 
to join the break bakers’ organization. The 
cake bakers have -resisted strenuously, 
claiming that as bread and cake are dis- 
tinctly different commodities, the bakers 
of each should have a distinct union. They 
also argue that they would lose their dig- 
nity by joining a bread bakers’ union, as 
cake is a luxury, while bread is a mere 
necessity. The bread bakers, on the other 
hand, say that as bread is the staff of 
life, they would gain rather than lose in 
dignity by being known as bread bakers 
while they continued in their chosen pur- 
suit of building cake. 

The international union took the side of 
the cake bakers, and after it had warned 
the bread bakers to cease meddling -with 
the cake bakers, which warning was not 
obeyed, suspended the two bread bakers’ 
unions for disobedience. Secretary Harz- 
becker of the international union appeared 
before the meeting yesterday and de- 
nounced the bread bakers’ unions for their 
intolerance and their refusal to obey or- 
ders. He said he wanted the central body 
to hear the international union's side of the 
dispute. It was decided that he should be 
siven the floor at this week's meeting ‘of 
the miscellaneous section of the central 
body. In the meantime, the bread bakers 
will try to find arguments to show that it 
is in the interests of organized labor for 
the cake bakers to join one or the other 
of the bread bakers’ unions. 

_A long discussion took place over the 
fight between the Brewery Workers’ Unions 
and the Engineers and Firemen’s Unions, 
which has been started by the Brewery 
Workers’ Union to force the engineers and 
firemen in breweries to join it. The dele- 
gates of the Brewery Workers held that 
all the mechanics in breweries should be 
under one union, so that they could be 
better able to co-operate in case of labor 
troubles. The delegates of the engineers 
and firemen held that if the members in 
their unions working in the breweries joined 
the Brewery Workers’ Union it would 
establish a principic that would break up 
their organizations The tin and sheet 
iron workers employed in tanneries, they 
said, might as weli join the Tanners’ Union. 

A motion to suspend the Brewery Work- 
ers’ Union until it stopped its fight against 
the engineers and firemen was very strong- 
ly opposed. Delegate Brown of Cigarmak- 
ers’ Union No, 144 said that such a course 
would split the central body and start fac- 
tions in the labor movement. By a very 
narrow margin the motion to suspend the 
Brewery Workers’ Union was voted down. 
This ended the dispute. 

The delegate of the Journeymen Tailors’ | 
Union reported that strike pickets at a |! 
shop in Fifth Avenue where the tailors | 
are on strike were being arrested and fined. | 


He declared that the pickets were not going 
beyond their duties in picketing the shop. 
The matter was referred to a committee. 

On the request of Delegate Fitzgerald of 
the New York Letter Carriers’ Associa- | 
tion, it was decided that both the miscel- 
laneous and building trades, sections of 
the central body should act as a commit- | 
tee of the whole in a house-to-house can- | 
vass in behalf of the Letter Carriers’ Salary ;

makes it an ideal section for the growing 
of fruits and vegetables. The remarkable 
thing about it is that these conditions have

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DOG GAUSES TWO PANICS 


Attacks and Bites Persons in an 
Up-Town House. 








Beaten Off After Biting a Boy, He Re- 
turns in About Two Hours and Bites 
Another Occupant of the House. 


On two occasions last night the tenants 
of the Emerson apartment house, One Hun- 
dred and Sixteenth Street and Lenox Ave- 
nue, were thrown into a panic by a visit 
from a dog.

Weil still struggling with the beast, and 
it was several minutes before it could be 
beaten off. 

It then ran away once more down the 
street. In the meantime a physician was 
summoned and Mr. Weil’s leg attended to 
During the excitement Mrs, Weil, although 
nearly hysterical, had presence of mind 
enough to call up Police Headquarters and 
inform the police of the presence in the 
vicinity of the dog. Headquarters com- 
municated with Capt. Haughey of the East

morning they had not located it.

PRISONER'S THIRD ESCAPE. 


Insane Patient at Newark Again Gets

NEWARK, N. J., March 2.—George Wili- 
jams, who was committed to the insane 
asylum about eighteen months ago for hav- 
ing shot his wife, escaped from that insti- 
tution early this morning. It makes the 

third time that he has escaped. 

Williams, who fled at the time of the 
shooting, in September, 1900, was captured

lum, and several months later was taken 
in Paterson. He was returned to the asy- 
lum, where he remained about a month, 
when he again disappeared. He was capt- 
ured in Baltimore.

Chief Clerk Julius of the Engineers

BALLOONS IN WAR. 


Professional Account of Their Utility to 
the British in the South 


African Campaign. 
From The London Times, 

At a mecting of the Society of Arts Gen. 
Sir G. W. A. Higginson being in the chair, 
Mr. E. H. Stuart Bruce read a paper on 
the ‘Use of Balloons in War.” He began 
by giving a short historical account of their 
employment in war, which he pointed out 
had been the stimulus to their practical in- 
vention. The balloon section of the British 
Army, as it existed to-day, was of com- 
paratively modern date, and so recently as 
1885-6 there was so much skepticism as to 
its utility that fears were entertained by 
some as to the ultimate position of the 
British military balloon. Perhaps the 
strongest point in our national balloon 
equipment was the use of goldbeater’s skin 
in construction. The adoption of this was 
nothing short of a stroke of genius on the 
part of Col. Templer and the other officers 
associated with the balloons, and on the 
fact of its adoption depended the success of 
the balloons in the South African war. It 
had been said that the naval guns saved 
Ladysmith, but they owed much of their 
success to the observer in the captive bal- 
loon, for he, from his elevated position, 


could locate the Boer guns and direct the 
operations of the British artillery. Capt. 
Philip’s balloon section accomplished mag- 
nificent work with Gen. Buller at Colenso 
and up the Tugela River; at Spion Kop it 
discovered that our army was going to 
march into a death trap. Col. Jones's sec- 
tion went up with Lord Methuen on Moddex 
River, and in the opinion of experts there 
was not a single day on which its obser- 
vations were not of the highest importance. 
Lord Kitchener also used balloons, and it 
had been stated that through the informa- 
tion they supplied the British Army was 
enabled to march on Paardeberg. At Pre- 
toria, too, the balloon rendered the greatest 
service, for on one occasion, when its ob- 
servations prevented the Boers from re- 
lieving Fourteen Streams, a balloon was 
worked for thirteen days continuously 
with one inflation; this was the best test 
of the retentive power of goldbeater’s skin 
possible. Much had been said about the 
backwardness of the British natidn in 
aeronautical matters, but in the opinion of 
the lecturer no other nation in the world 
could have produced a ballon of the same 
size that could have thus worked for thir- 
teen days with one load of gas. Another 
use for captive balloons in war was for sig- 
naling, electric lamps being placed in the 
interior and by means of a metallic ¢on- 
ductor illuminated for longer or shorter 
periods so as to give signals in the Morse 
or other code. The free balloon also had its 
use in war, but its utility would be largely 
increased if it could be steered against a 
wind of considerable power, which, how- 
ever, in the present state of knowledge, 
was impossible. To further the solution of 
the problem careful quantitative experi. 
ments would be more useful than any 
number of more sensational Journeys under 
the conditions of money prizes in which 
scientific desiderata were not sufficiently 
taken into account. In saying this he -did 
not wish to belittle the work of such he- 
roes of acrial navigation as M. Santos- 
Dumont, but in future the problem must 
be more seriously attacked than for the 
purposes of sport. The time had arrived 
for the endowment of aeronautical re- 
search. 








Judge Oliver Wendell Holmes.

tice Holmes's leanings. Some time ago, 
when he was asked his views concerning 
the questions that have agitated Anglo- 
faxondom on both sides of the ocean, he 
answered: “Let it suffice to say that I 
am onthe side of my country and of the 
sae Sa race, everywhere and always, 
and I am against anybody and everybody 
who is in arms against the constituted au- 
thority of vither.” This utterance would 
seem to disqualify him for anti-imperialist 
membership. 
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THE POPE’S TRIPLE JUBILEE. 


When Leo Ends the Year Which He 
Has Begun, His Record Will 


Be Unique. 
From The London Telegraph. 

ROME, Feb. 20.—To-day began the jubilee 
or twenty-fifth year of the pontificate of 
Leo XIIL., but the celebrations were mere- 
ly a prelude to the great functions which 
will take place on March 3. At noon the 
Pope received deputations of those con- 
cerned in organizing the different pilgrim- 
ages which will be made on the occasion 
of the jubilee.

been made in his honor. He showed par- 
ticular interest in the medals of gold, sil- 
ver, and bronze which have been struck in 
commemoration of his jubilee. 

Addressing the deputations, the Pope said 
that it was with the utmost joy that he 
was able to announce that all the Euro- 
pean sovereigns were sending special mis- 
sions to Rome. 

In the afternoon a Te Deum was sung in 
the Vatican. Twenty-three Cardinals were 


present, their red robes offering a most 
pleasing contrast to the black habits of the 
crowds of priests. It is estimated that over 
50,000 spectators assembled in the basilica, 

After the ceremony there was an im- 
promptu demonstration. The Pope had gone 
to a window overlooking the piazza of St. 
Peter's to see the people cgrhe out of the 
church. His Holiness was fecognized, and 
in a twinkling the piazza was crowded with 
people fluttering their handkerchiefs, wav- 
ing their hats, and cheering the venerable 
Pontiff. 

Leo XIII, is the two hundred and fifty- 
seventh occupant of the chair of St. Pe- 
ter, and of that long line of Popes only 
two others have entered upon the twenty- 
fifth year of their pontificate. These were 
St. Peter Limself, according to tradition, 
and Leo’s predecessor, Pius IX., whose 
tenure of the See of Rome extended to thir- 
ty-one years seven months and twenty- 
two days. it was on Feb. 20. 1878, that 
Vincent Joachim Pecci, by a majority of 
four votes, was elected as Supreme Head 
of the. Roman Catholic Church, the_triple 
tiara being placed upon his brow on March 
3. His Holiness was born at Carpineto on 
March 1810, and had, accordingly, en-

; tered his sixty-ninth year when the coro- 


nation ceremony was performed. Dr, Lap- 
poni, the Pope's physician, has expressed 
ithe opinion that should only natural causes 
be In operation; that is to say, apart from

Leo himself has the fullest confidence in 
his own longevity, and in this connection 
an interesting anecdote is related. A young 
journalist had secured the privilege of pres- 
entation to his Holiness. Asked what at- 


Eternal City, the young man blurted out 
that he was there to prepare for the Con- 
clave. ‘‘ Then,’’ replied the Pontiff, “ you 
may take a long holiday, for there will be 
no Conclave for a good time to come.”” On 
another occasion a French Bishop was 
making his visit ‘ad limina.”” On taking 
leave of the Holy Father he expressed the 
tear that this would be his last farewell, as, 
at the Pope's great age, he could hardly 
expect to find him in the chair of St. Peter 
when he made his next canonical visit. 
“And when co vou hope to come to us 
again?’' aske! the Pope. ‘“ Alas! Holy 
Father,’ replied the prelate, “it may not 
be till seven whole years are past.” “If 
so God spare your life, my brother,’”’ re- 
joined Leo gravely, ‘*‘come back in seven 
years’ time; you will find me here!’ Only 
a tew weeks ago the Bishop came again. 

If the present Pope lives until 1903 he will 
have celebrated a triple jubilee. This will 
be unique in the history of the Haly See. 
In the first place the Holy Father will 
keep his Diamond Jubilee in the Episco- 
pacy. He was ordained Archbishop of 
Damietta by Gregory XVI. in 1843. He 
will also hold his Golden Jubilee as Car- 
dinal, for his hat was presented by Pius 
1X. in 1853. Finally he will have_cele- 
brated his Silver Jubilee on the Papal 
Throne this coming Spring.

lt appears that a challenge had been 


issued by the “ Hell's Kitchen Gang,” and 
the advance guards of the opposing forces 
met on the avenue near Fifty-third Street, 
and the air was quickly filled with missiles.

At length a policeman came in sight at 
Ninth Avenue. The two gangs, forgetting 
for the minute their personal enmity, fled, 
still fighting, through Fifty-third Street 
to Tenth Avenue, the lone policeman fol- 
lowing. He tried to stop the battle, but 
failed, and retreated to get help. 

About this time the “ Big Block’ crowd 
began to weaken and to retreat slowly up 
Tenth Avenue. ‘The Gang” followed up 
its advantage and fought more vigorously 
than ever, until down swooped the reserves 
of the West Forty-seventh Street Station, 
thirty strong. The fighting gangs retreat- 
ed rapidly up. Tenth Avenue to Fifty-ninth 
Street, closely pursued by the police. Both 
sides were losing forces rapidly, the lads 
falling out through the side streets. 

The last effort to continue the struggle 
was made just in front of the Vanderbilt 
Clinic, in Amsterdam Avenue at Sixty-first 
Street. Here a final volley of stones was 
fired, with the result that ten windows in 
were smashed. Then the boys 
dispersed. 

There was one arrest made. Johnny 
Ryan of 511 West Fifty-ninth Street, the 
leader of ** The Bunch,” was the prisoner. 
He will have a hearing in the police court 
to-day.

THE “UNENFORCIBLE LAW.” 

The record of’liquor selling yesterday, 
which we publish this morning, may, we 
suppose, be taken as fresh evidence that 
the excise law ts what District Attorney 
JEROME has frequently declared it to’ be, 
*“unenforcible.”” It will be interesting to 
learn from him his view as to the rea- 
sons. 

There was no apparent access of se- 
verity in the conduct of the police yes- 
terday, nor was there any sign of the 
activity of the county detectives, or of 
the State Commissioner’s agents. The 
humber of arrests was a trifle larger 
than oa the previous Sunday, and about 
the average for Sunday since the new 
administration came into what is usu- 
ally calied power. On what principle 
this insignificant number of arrests is 
made, why one is taken and a hundred 
are left, we do not pretend to know, and 
no one who does know has ventured to 
explain. It may be that there is the 
discrimination charged by the District 
Attorney, but if there is, it dpplies to 
such a few cases that it cannot have 
much effect in the direction of the in- 
timidation intimated. 

The situation is pot pleasant. It is in 
fact highly disgraceful. The truth ap- 
pears to be that while the police are in- 
structed to eniorce the law as to liquor 
selling on Sunday in the same manner 
that they enforce other laws, they are 
doing so only with reference to cases of 
violation practically forced on their at- 
tention. They are making no effort, and 
none of the other authorities of the city 
is making any serious effort, to detect 
violations. As it is impracticable to en- 
force the law without an elaborate sys- 
tem of detection, involving the employ- 
ment of men in “ plain clothes"’ to buy 
and drink liquor within the hours when 
its sale is forbidden, the law goes unen- 
forced. That is a condition of things 
which Mr. JEROME, with his ardent tem- 
perament and quick intelligence, finds it 
easier to denounce than to explain, 
though we imagine he understands it 
pretty well. Denunciation of itself does 
not amount to much. 


ECONOMIES THROUGH CONSOLIDA- 
TION. 

The Iron Age has made an investiga- 
tion of the economies effected by the 
United States Steel Corporation as re- 
gards cost of production, and reaches the 
eonclusion that in a thoroughly organ- 
ized industrial consolidation the reduc- 
tion of manufacturing costs is little less 
than revolutionary. This would seem to 
furnish a perfectly satisfactory explana- 
tion of the policy of the Steel Corpora- 
tion in opposing the advance in prices 
which the condition of the consumptive 
aemand would warrant. At present prices 
it has shown its ability to make satis- 
factory earnings, and besides meeting 
fixed charges pay unexpected dividends 
en its common stock which, as is well 
known, does not represent assets. For 
concerns producing under less favorable 
conditions the present average of prices 
does not represent margins of profit as 
wide as it is thought they should be to 
make adequate provision for the shrink- 
age in prices which, however long post- 
poned, is believed to be inevitable. Prob» 
ably it is not to the interest of the Steel 
Corporation that they should. If itself 


. in a position to produce profitably in any 


probable condition of the market, it ! 
would seem to be the part of wisdom to 
ap as little as possible to make their 
competitors comfortable in anticipation 
of less favorable years, as well as to of- 
fer as little encouragement as may be to 
the building of new plants or the exten- 
sion of old ones. No one suspécts the 
United States Steel Corporation of ab- | 
stract altruism. 

The basis of the economies attained by 
it is found in a uniform system of ac- 
counting, without which comparisons of 
the results reached in the different plants 
would be extremely difficult, if not im- 
possible. The organization, through 
which costs are studied, are committees 
constituted of the most capable officers 
of the constituent companies. To secure 
@ place on one of these committees a 
man needs to have made a _ record. 
Among the most useful of these is the 
Blast Furnace Committee, the Bessemer 
Committee, the Open-Hearth Committee, 
dhe Rod Mill Committee, the Fuel Com- 
mittee, fhe Committee on Transporta- 
tion and Handling, and others’ having 
functions scarcely less important. A 
comparison of the cost sheets of six of 
the best-managed plants—blast furnaces, 
for example—fixes thé standard, and 
«when the cost of pig iron at any furnace 
4s found to exceed the standard it is at 

investigated critically and thor- 
voughly. Likewise, the reason why one 
@iant may be able to produce more 
heavily ‘than another is studied to the 
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end that all may profit by the expe- 
rience which has made an exceptionally 
low cost possible. The friction of bright 
minds in the work of these committees 
insures the attainment of the best possi- 
ble results in agreement. There is noth- 
ing perfunctory about this sort of com- 
mittee work, which requires of every 
man the best that is in him. As illus- 
trating the minuteness of the investiga- 
tions thus conducted, it may be men- 
tioned that a committee of managers 
and chemists is now studying the con- 
sumption of muriatic acid used in pick- 
ling, and from the wide divergence in the 
practice of the several mills will proba- 
bly gain information which will result 
in an aggregate saving of a large amount 
and reduce the cost of pickling below 
what it has ever been since the indus- 
try was established. 

It will readily be seen that this con- 
stant and keen oversight by the com- 
mittees puts every mill manager on his 
mettle. None of them likes to be found 
following practices which admit of cita- 
tion as examples of what must be cor- 
rected or should be avoided, As illus- 
trating how this system works’in prac- 
tice, The Iron Age makes itself respon- 
sible for the statement that in one de- 
partment the attainable standard of 
cost for all the works in the consolida- 
tion has been lowered by an amount equal 
to $3,000,000 per annum on present out- 
put. Of the net results the same au- 
thority says: 


The putting into practice of the system 
described has already resulted in economies 
which in the aggregate amount to many 
millions of dollars. It is probably true that 
after the first neral equalization has 
taken place further economies will come 
more slowly, but it is evident that it will 
not bring the end of such savings in cost, 
even when the necessary capital expendit- 
ures have been made in order to provide 
the best equipment. On the contrary, they 
will continue, owing to the generous spirit 
of rivalry between the works managers. 
The system adopted assures for the future 
an efficient, alert, and progressive manage- 
ment, which must result in obtaining the 
ultimate economy in manufacturing, so 
that the idea prevailing that large consoli- 
Savtene are hampered by their size is erro- 


Assuming, as we may on authority as 
safe and conservative as that quoted, 
that this is what has resulted from con- 
Solidation in the iron and steel trades, 
the question of the status of an in- 
dustrial consolidation would seem to 
resolve itself into whether it is 
honestly organized and man- 
aged. If not, the advantages claimed 
for consolidation are not likely to be 
realized. That the merging of allied 
plants under a common management is 
capable of producing results impossible 
of attainment in works operating on a 
relatively small scale, is sufficiently es- 
tablished by experience to be no longer 
open to discussion.

THE POLICY SWINDLERS. 

It is greatly to be hoped that the ex- 
pectation of Capt. GoppaRp’s society that 
the raids of Saturday may lead to the 
final breaking up of the despicable rob- 
ber band engaged: in swindling in the 
form of policy games may be justified by 
the event. 

There is no meaner or more heartless 
business than theirs, The ordinary 
gambler is of much the same kidney, 
but there are extraordinary gambling- 
house keepers who are reputed to allow 
their patrons to indulge in their favor- 
ite form of vice without interference, 
and to go their way to discredit and 
possible ruin unaided. But the proprie- 
tcrs and managers of the policy game 
are simply thieves, in comparison with 
whom the burglar and the footpad are 
chivalrous and honorable. That they 
should have had the immunity they have 
had in this city and been enabled to 
carry on their shameful schemes so long 
and with such profit.is a disgrace to the 
city. It removes some of that disgrace 
that they have been run to cover, and 
their business seriously threatened with 
stoppage by the efforts of a private and 
voluntary association of honest citizens. 
Capt. Gopparp and his comrades in this 
difficult and far from pleasant work are 
entitled to the gratitude and the hearty 
admiration of their fellow-citizens, Now 
that they have the co-operation of the 
District Attorney’s office and of the po- 
lice, it is not unreasonable to hope that 
their success may be final and com- 
plete.

STREET SIGNS. 

President Cantor, at the Arts Club on 
Saturday, had a pitiful tale to tell of the 
obstacles he is obliged to meet and may 
not be able to overcome in securing an 
appropriation of $40,000 for decent 
street signs in the Borough of Manhat- 
tan. 

It is highly creditable to Mr. Cantor 
that he has entered on this very im- 
portant business with zeal and intelli- 
gence. For it is really important out of 
all proportion to the cost proposed. The 
removal of the hindrance now: existing 
in the way of visitors finding their way 
about the city would in itself be worth 
ten times the annual cost of providing 
good signs. The Controller seems to be 
unable to understand this fact. He is a 
lawyer and a resident of Brooklyn. If 
he were a business man’ and lived in 
Manhattan he might take a different 
view of the matter. This is a business 
town. There are every day and night 
within its limits enough visitors on busi- 
ness to form the population of a city of 
the second class Unless they are con- 
tent to stay in their hotels in the even- 
ing or to hire guides such as are em- 
ployed in Pompeii, their experience is 
likely to be disagreeable, for there is 
absolutely no means of getting about 
without guidance. There are miles of 
prominent streets that may be traversed 
without meeting a single sign by which 
any one can tell on what street he is. 
The condition is not only disgraceful, 
but it is extremely costly.’ It reduces the 
pleasure and adds to the discomfort of 
visitors as well as of residents. 

The policy of obstruction to Mr. Can- 
tToR’s efforts*to remedy this obvious and 


serious evil is worthy of the intelligence 
of persons living in a town so small that 
every one in it knows the whole of it, 
and no one from the outside has occa- 
sion to visit it. That, of course, is not 
the case of Mr. Grout, but he acts very 
much as if it were.

ARTISTS AND THE ART TARIFF. 

Congressmen may shrug their shoul- 
ders when they read that the artists have 
been roused to action and are about to 
enter into a vigorous campaign against 
the tax on works of art—a tax which 
hurts our pride and is unnecessary 


for the National pocket, a tax that 
hampers the introduction of some of 
the highest forms of public education, 
and exposes us to ridicule for protecting 
this country against the work of men 
who lived centuries ago. But the ill-will 
toward legislators who allow such fool- 
ish and oppressive laws to remain on 
the tariff lists is cumulative and will 
help to hasten the day when the people 
will drive them from their seats. 

There exists in Congress a standing 
committee on Art, Industries, and Ex- 
positions. We ask that they take note 
of this movement. 

The temperate statement of the artists 
calls attention to the timeliness of a 
modification of the tariff just now, when 
there are many people on this side of the 
Atlantic who feel able to purchase works 
of art which are unique, which will 
steadily drift into public museums here, if 
bought by Americans, while in Europe at 
the present moment there are many own- 
ers of art treasures who feel poor and are 
ready~to sell. Only the infatuated can 
be sure that this state of things will en- 
dure forever. While these, conditions 
hold we should encourage our citizens to 
invest in these things of lasting value. 

Actually at the present moment there 
are paintings and sculptures by old and 
ancient masters in Europe already owned 
by Americans, who are not bringing 
them across the Atlantic because of 
the fatal folly in classing antiquities 
among the objects which must pay a 
tax. It is easy to see that for one 
another—the death of the 
owner, or a change of mind owing to 
contempt for a Congress too enslaved 
by party or too ignorant to understand 
the situation—these objects of the fine 
arts may never reach our shores. 

A few months ago a bill was intro- 
duced in Congress putting all works of 
art made before the year 1700 on the free 
list, but nothing has been heard from it 
since. Even so obviously wise and nec- 
essary a rectification of a mistake as this 
meets with no interest. We are glad to 
see the artists angry at such unpatriotic 
behavior on the part of Congressmen. 
They should not be allowed to hide be- 
hind the coils of Congressional red tape, 
but should be dragged out into the open, 
so that the American public shall know 
exactly who it is that blocks the way.

HARD TO CHANGE. 

The unsuccess which has, attended the 
efforts to popularize the metric system 
in Great Britain and the United States 
continues to be for its advocates a peren- 
nial source of surprise and regret. Its 
advantages have been explained so often 
and so fully that nothing remains to be 
said in favor of it; but the fact remains 
that it does not interest either the Eng- 
lish or the American Nation. They will 
work to metric scales, gauges, and temp- 
lets when they have to, but for some 
reason which it would be difficult to ex- 
plain satisfactorily to the advocates of 
the metric system, the Anglo-Saxon mind 
does not adapt itself to the decimal pro- 
gression in measurements of dimensions. 
Those brought up on the units of the 
inch, the foot, and the yard admittedly 
find them more convenient in mental cal- 
culations than the centimeter, decimeter, 
and meter ever become. The convenient 
folding of the two-footrule into halves and 
quarters of the foot is a natural process 
of subdivision of the unit which is im- 
possible with one subdivided into tenths. 
The constantly cited illustration of our 
coinage as showing that we take natu- 


| rally to the metric system in subdividing 


our measure of values, is not convincing. 
The dollar is a comprehensible unit, but 
while we divide it into tenths and hun- 
dredths in calculation, 
naturally thfnk of its subdivision into 
halves and quarters, and but for the in- 
trusion of these coins into what would 
otherwise be a strictly metric subdivi- 
sion of the dollar our subsidiary coinage 
would be very much less convenient and 
acceptable than we find it. The twenty- 
cent piece was a failure. Its coinage was 
a concession to the advocates of the 
metric system; its withdrawal was neces- 
sitated by the fact that all classes of our 
people preferred the quarter dollar, and 
the two coins could not circulate together 
without creating endless confusion. 

But the persistent advocates of the 
metric system have no idea of abandon- 
ing their propaganda of unnecessary re- 
form, and hail with joy the gradual ma- 
terialization of the new National Bureau 
of Standards as a step in the direction of 
forcing the metric system on the public 
through the assumed necessity of uni- 
formity in terms to favor comparisons of 
results with those reached in similar test- 
ing and standardizing laboratories of 
Surope. It may, and probably will, have 
the effect of making the American people 
more familiar with the metric nomencla- 
ture than they have hitherto chosen to 
become; but if we are not mistaken it 
will take something like a miracle to 
reconcile the Anglo-Saxon mind to adopt- 
ing the metric system for the ordinary 
purposes of measurement and valuation. 
If Congress should be induced to pass 
any one of the many bills which have 
been before it and received favorable 
consideration in committee, it would put 
the American people to great inconveni- 
ence without really changing the Ameri- 
can practice in the matter of its units or 
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their subdivision. This is quite indepen- 
dent of the merits of the metric system. 
If its advantages admittedly were greater 
than they are the fact that our people 
do not want it and will not have it would 
remain unchanged by argument or legis- 
lation. 


HAMPTON AND TUSKEGEE. 

A public meeting in the interest of 
Hampton and Tuskegee Industrial

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Intense wrath, the righteousness of 
which not quite everybody will admit, has 
been excited in the little back room of 
many a pharmacy by the recent declara- 
tion of the State Excise Commissioner that 
saloon keepers are not the only violators 
of the liquor laws. This wrath finds es- 
pecially heated expression in the columns 
of The American Druggist, which views 
with absolute horror the very suggestion 
that a member of the noble profession it 
represents would, or even could, sell an 
intoxicant otherwise than on a physician’s 
prescription—or to save the precious life 
of a human being obviously at death’s door 
for lack of a stimulant. In a touching ap- 
peal to ourselves to take up the defense of 
these slandered saints we read: “‘ Any one 
at all acquainted with the druggists of this 
city and State must know that it is highly 
improbable that the law has been material- 
ly or willfully violated by any considerable 
number of druggists. The standing which 
druggists as a class have in the community 
is sufficient evidence that as a rule they 
are law-abiding citizens, and we are sure 
there is no class in the community which 
is so honestly and so generally amenable to 
all laws, both State and National, as are 
the druggists.’’ All of which is very, very 
funny, especially for those of us who have 
been around City Hall Park long enough 
to learn the secrets of the neighborhood. 
The veterans of that neighborhood would 
be more numerous than they are if the life- 
savers to whom The American Druggist re- 
fers had been less tender-hearted—and if 
the quality of their made-on-the-premises 
whisky had been better. The druggist as 
a citizen undoubtedly has his good points, 
but men cannot sell year after year at 50 
cents per half ounce chemicals that cost 
about as much per barrel without having 
their judgment warped just a weeny little 
bit as to whether a man would or would 
not die if he had to wait for a drink till a 
doctor could be summoned to write a pre- 
scription. We like The American Druggist, 
and also not a few American druggists, but 
we can and will refrain for the present 
from calling the State Excise Commission- 
er a malignant maniac. 


——So far as we have seen at the present 
writing The Springfield Republican has not 
been moved to express its own opinion upon 
Secretary Hay’s eulogy of President Mc- 
KINLEY, but it has given a place signifi- 
cantly prominent to the letter of an amia- 
ble correspondent, who calls the address 
“an unfortunate production,’”’ and says 
that ‘Mr. Hay was out of place; his con- 
tribution to the occasion is shallow, and 
unbappily offensive to a great number of 
those who loved the late President without 
attributing to him, or his school of politi- 
cians, the world-wide prosperity which was 
coincident with his Administration.’’ That’s 
rather joyous, especially the ingenuous at- 
tempt to create the impression that the 
writer of the letter was one of those who 
jJoved the late President or any other repre- 
sentative of Americanism in the blossom as 
distinguished from Americanism in the bud. 
Just how joyous it is has full illustration 
in the remainder of the charming commu- 
nication, which reads: “‘ But Mr. Hay is a 
poet, and he has inadvertently given us one 
phrase so singularly felicitous that it will 
be quoted in the pages of the historian of 
our times. In regard to our island empire 
Mr. Hay speaks in these apposite words: 
‘As to those regions which have come un- 
der the shadow of our flag.’ Could any- 
thing be more closely descriptive! It might 
be made stronger by inserting the word 
‘cold’ before shadow, but that is not nec- 
essary. Cutting off the sunshine implies 
ecld.”" That is just lovely! It treats the 
National flag with that tender and touch- 
ing consideration for which the Massachu- 
setts anti-imperialist has become famous. 
Patriotism of this brand used to make us 
angry, but nowadays it somehow seems 
only funny—and pathetic. The letter from 
which the quotations above were taken is 
cautiously signed with only a single letter 
—*R.” The writer might just as well have 
revealed his full name. Nobody would have 
hurt or even scolded him. Manifest des- 
tiny has left him and his kind so far be- 
hind that people walking in the pro- 
cession think of them with no harsher 
emotion than sympathetic pity. 

——Memory hints, in the vague and irri- 
tating way memory often has, that in 
charging their British foes with a big herd 
of stampeded cattle to lead the rush and 
receive the fire during the approach to 
the defensive line, the Boers are imitating 
a classic example. Who gave that example, 
or in what famous battle of antiquity, a 
hurried investigation has not disclosed, and 
perhaps the supposed precedent has no basis 
except the occasional use of elephants to 
throw a hostile army into confusion, or of 
camels to do the same for the horses of 
cavalrymen. New or old, the device of 
the Boers is one highly interesting, and it 
shows a fine ability to make the most of 
material conveniently at hand. Cattle 
charges are not orthodox war, but they are 
measurably magnificent, and they add a 
characteristic and picturesque feature to 
the South African campaign. A herd of 
6,000 big animals in rapid motion must be 
a missile to test the nerves of Tommy 
Atkins, good soldier as he is, and that it 
was stopped on the Harrismith and Van 
Reenan blockhouse line is no small 
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achievement, even though i[t is not partic- | 
ularly glorious. 


COMPETITIVE DEGRADATIONS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have noted with the keenest interest 
the special telegrams from Washington, 
published in THE Tres, in relation to the 
Tillman-McLaurin episode. The general 
condemnation of these gentlemen in the 
press of the South has been especially 
striking. I suppose, therefore, it may be 
fairly assumed that, in the mind of the 
average citizeh of the United States, the | 
incident will be regarded as a disgrace to 
the participants, and to the political party 
which has attempted to protect them from 
appropriate and drastic penalties.

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A STREET CLEANING SUGGESTION.

Noting the clamor of citizens, physicians, 
and the press about the condition of our 
streets, and predictions that if there be no 
improvement within a few days we may 
expect la grippe, diphtheria, typhoid, and

At this time of year, when the snow 
melts, our reservoirs are overflowing and 
millions of gallons of water per day are 
wasted. If the water were flooded through 
150 feet of hose from the various fire hy- 
drants, not only the streets, but likewise 
the sewerage system of the city would be 
thoroughly cleansed; the above-mentioned 
calamities would thereby be prevented and 
general complaints done away with. This 
p an is in operation in the larger cities of 
Europe, where the facilities are not such 
as New York City enjoys.

APPOMATTOX INKSTAND. 


Used by Grant and Lee, Belonged to 
Sheridan, and ts Said Now to 
be in Colorado. 
From The Denver (Col.) Post. 

One of the most prized relics of the civil 
war in possession of the State of Colorado 
is. the inkstand used at Appomattox, Va., 
on April 9, 1865, on the occasion of Lee's 
surrender to Grant. 

In fact, it is claimed to be the identical 
inkwell from which the ink was taken by 
the pen that signed the articles of sur- 
render. Though the article has been in this 
State for more- than twenty-five years, it 
appears that the fact has only recently 
been discovered by civil war relic hunters. 
Many efforts have been made to get pos- 
session of it, and one offer of $1,000 was 
made by a Philadelphia man to Cecil A. 
Deane, Curator of the War Museum at the 
Capitol, if he would use 
have the State part with the inkstand. 

Col. Deane, however, refuses to listen to 
any propositions looking to its removal 
from the Capitol. The inkstand was pre- 
sented to Col. Deane in 1874 by John L. 
Sheridan, receiver of the land office at 
Fairplay. Col. Sheridan was a brother of 
the late Gen. Philip H. Sheridan, who 
brought it from McLean house to his 
home, at Somerset, Ohio, just after the 
close of the war. McLean house, at Appo- 
mattox, is where the articles of capitula- 
tion were drawn up and signed. This old 
Southern mansion is ¢etill standing. 

In the War Relic Museum there is an oil 
painting of the McLean homestead. It 
was made in 1895 by Miss Maggie Edelin of 
Culpeper, Va., and presented to the State 
museum last year. 

In 1886, in an effort to establish the 
identity of the inkstand without a doubt, 
Col, Deane wrote to Gen. Sheridan in regard 
to es matter, and received the following 
reply: 

‘In answer to your letter of March 24, in 
regard to an inkstand now in your posses- 
sion, I have to say that I took the inkstand 
used by Gens. Grant and Lee when the 
articles of surrender were signed at Appo- 
mattox from McLean house and carried it 
with me to my own home in Ohio, where I 
left it. Whether the inkstand you refer to 
is the one taken by me from McLean house 
I am unable to say.” ; 

The inkstand is made of gutta percha, is 
two inches in diameter and one and a half 
inches high. On its side is a large lump or 
blister, and it was this mark by which 
Gen. Sheridan identified it as the original 
from McLean house. 

Gen. Sheridan came to Denver a year 
after he wrote to Col. Deane to select the 
site for Fort Logan. While here he was 
shown the inkstand, and in the presence of 
Col. Deane and Col, George Ady he pro- 
nounced it the same one he had used while 
he was a cadet at West Point and during 
his subsequent military career to the close 
of the civil war. 

When Gens. Grant and Lee asked for 
ink on April 9, 1865, Gen. Sheridan drew 
forth this same inkwell, and the heads 
ot the Union and the Confederate forces 
dipped their pens into it and then at- 
tached their signatures to the document 
that ended the great strife between North 
and South. 

“That is the identical inkstand from 
which Grant and Lee got their ink on 
April 9, 1865,’" Gen. Sheridan exclaimed to 
Gens. Deane and Ady. ‘I can tell you how 
I know it is the one,’’ he continued. 

Pointing to the blister or barnacle on the 
side of the inkstand, Gen. Sheridan told his 
auditors that one evening while he was 
stationed at Vancouver Barracks, in 1857, 
he was writing a letter on an improvised 
table made of a cracker box. He had his 
gutta percha ink well near by, and a tal- 
low candle was used for light. The candle 
was standing close to the inkstand and the 
gutta percha was scorched, causing the 
formation of a blister, which has remained 
there to this day.

IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


FOREIGN MEASURES AGAINST THE YOUNG 
TURKs.—The Constantinople press is jubi- 
lant over the measures taken- by France 
regulating the Young .Turks congress 
within the republic. The special or- 
gan of the Porte, with an unpronounc- 
eable name, ‘declares that the refu- 
gees “pollute by their presence the soil 
of the country on which they set their 
foot, and base and vile they will remain 
in this world and in the next."" Such lan- 
guage is employed not only for the Young 
Turks in general, but also for the Sultan’s 
brother-in-law, Mahmud Pasha, and as @ 
Turkish journalist would never dare te 
speak in such terms of a member of the 
imperial family, even though he be a fugle 
tive—there can be no doubt that the arti- 
cles appearing in the newspapers of late are 
inspired. 

Under the administration of Enis Pasha 
the Province of Aleppo has been fast re- 
lapsing into anarchy, and the powers are 
demanding his removal. Enis acquired 
great notoriety in connection with the mas- 
sacres at Diarbekir, of which vilayet he was 
Governor General in 1895-6. Th

then obtained his recall, and after covert 
years of inactivit# he was sent to Ale po 
as Vali in 1900. The effects of his apecn t- 
ment have not been long in making thetne 
selves felt, and the Ambassadors, at the 
request of the Consuls at Aleppo—who have 
never had any official relations with him, 
and have entirely ignored him—are now 
ove to have him removed.

DEATH OF MME. DE RuTE 
who has just died in Paris, 
years one of the most remarkable women 
in the French capital. She was well known 
as an authoress and as the editor of Les 
Matinées Espagnoles, In her youth her ex- 
traordinary beauty and her marvelous in- 
telligence and wit attracted many French 
statesmen and littérateurs to her salon. 

She was born about seventy years ago in

was for many 


a southern Irish town, according to some 
French biographers. Others describe her as 
the granddaughter of Lucien Bonaparte, 
and grandniece of the First Napoleon, but 
her relationship with the imperial family 
has been hotly contested, as well as her 
connection with an Irish family. In 1853, 
when she was known as Mme. de Solms, 
she already occupied the chroniclers of the 
time, and it was related that, having left 
her mother hastily, she married an admirer 
who was much older than herself. Accord- 
ing to one notice of her career, published 
at the time of her marriage to M. de Solms, 
her maiden name was Marie Loetitia Wyse, 
In 1853 she separated from her husband, 
and was obliged to leave Paris, owing to 
the dissensions with the Emperor and the 
Empress. Settling in Savoy, which was not 
then annexed to France, she there founded 
a review, and her salon was periodically 
thronged with celebrities whom she had 
known in Paris. Among these were the 
Duke of Brunswick, Kossuth, Victor Hugo, 
Sainte Beuve, Engéne Sue, Alexandre Du- 
mas, Lamartine, Lamennais, Ancelot, 
Count de Castellane, Prince Galitzin, and 
many more. Henri Rochefort and Tony Re- 
villon were also among her literary friends. 

In 1863 she married Ratazzi, the Italian 
statesman, and while in Italy with her hus- 
band she still wrote for French newspa- 
pers and periodicals, notably Le Constitu- 
tionnel and Le Pays. Her contributions to 
the Constitutionnel were edited by Sainte 
Beuve and paid for by him. Mme. Ratazzt 
was allowed to return to Paris for a time, 
but she again offended Napoleon IIL, and 
in 1865 had to fly owing to her book, “ Les 
Mariages d’une Créole.”’ Besides her jour- 
nalistic and review work Mme. Ratazzi 
wrote about a dozen novels and some gen- 
eral sketches of a biographical and histor- 
ical character, After some years as @ wid- 
ow she married Sefior de Rute, who had 
been a member of the Spanish Cortes.

CounT LAUTREC IN Paris.—In the light of 
Paris police reports recently received in this 
city, a story cabled to this country | of 
the assault in the lobby of a Paris court 
by Prince Nicholas Savine, who is also 
Count de Toulouse Lautrec, or Count d’In- 
freville, needs modifications. The 
Prince married the adopted daughter of the 
Count d'Infreville. Savine, who was bern 
in Moscow, was the son of Gen. Savine. He 
entered the army and so distinguished him- 
self at Plevna that he was recommended 
for promotion by Gen. Skobeleff. He was 
afterward offered the opportunity of candi- 
dature for the vacant throne of Bulgaria, 
and as this fell through, he turned Nihilist 
and was obliged to leave Russia. 

In 1885 he was condemned by the French 
tribunal to three months’ imprisonment for 
fraudulent devices. In 1886 he was again 
arrested, but made a damfing escape from 
the Palais de Justice by. bliuding a. warder 
with pepper. He fled to Belgium, and, be- 
ing pursued, jumped out of the train and 
broke his leg. Some Belgian Jesuits who 
were passing picked him up, nursed him, 
and when he had recovered gave him some 
money to go to the United States, where 
he became a naturalized citizen. 

Here he challenged M. Olarovsky, ‘the 
tussian Consul General at New York, be- 
cause the latter denounced him as an ad- 
venturer. He was frequently arrested for 
assaults and frauds, and was once charged 
with forging bonds on the Bank of Nova 
Scotia.

H. H. Asquith Says It Is Only Common 
Sense to Recognize the Inadvisa- 
bility of Home Rule. 
LONDON, March H. H. Asquith, M. 
P., in a letter to the Chairman of the 
East Fife Liberal Association, explains his 
reasons supporting Lord Rosebery's 

new Liberal League. 

Mr. Asquith fully indorses Lord Rose- 
bery’s home rule policy, and points out 
that even Gladstone's magnificent courage 
and unrivaled authority failed to solve the 
problem, because of the rooted repugnance 
of the majority of the electorate of Great 
Britain to grant a parliament to Ireland. 
Mr. Asquith proceeds: 

“Eight years have since elapsed, 
nothing has been done to conciliate, and 
not a little has been done to stiffen, this 
adverse judgment of the British electorate. 
If we are honest we must ask ourselves 
the practical * question whether it should 


be a part of the programme of the Liberal 
Party, if it is returned to power, to intro- 
duce a bill for home rule. The answer to 
this question, in my judgment, is no—not 
because we think the Irish problem to be 
either settled or shelved, but because the 
history of these years, and epecially of 
the most recent years, has made it plain 
that home rule can only be obtained by 
methods enjoying the sanction and sym- 
pathy of British opinion. 

“To recognize facts like these and to 
act accordingly is not apostasy; it is com-

THIRD-RAIL ROAD PLANNED. 


Right of Way Being Acquired for 7 
New Line from Hudson to 


Poughkeepsie.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., March 2.—Right 
of way is being acquired by the promoters 
for a third-rail road from Hudson to Pough- 
keepsie, passing through Red Hook and 
Rhinebeck and in Poughkeepsie crossing 
Main Street overhead. The project em- 
braces a railway between the City of 
Poughkeepsie and Hudson on the north, 
and some point near the City of New York 
on the south, giving a direct New York 
connection to an intermediate territory 
and bringing into direct and easy contact 
the territory in Dutchess County naturally 
tributary to the City of Poughkeepsie. 
Much of the right of way has already 
been secured, and the balance is being 
rapidly acquired. Very little delay has been 
encountered thus far, because the citizens 
of the localities traversed by this r= 
line are alive to the benefits and advan- 
tages they will derive from a transporta- 
tion system of this character.

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CANNOT MOVE DR. MERED 
if Brooklyn Pastor Dies in Mexico, 


Body May Not Be Taken from 
Country for Two Years. 


There were deep gloom and sorrow yes-. 


terday among the members of the Tomp- 
kins Avenue Congregational Church, Tomp- 
kins Avenue and McDonough Street, Brook- 
lyn, when it became known to them that 
there was practically no hope that they 
would ever see again alive their pastor, the 
Rev. Dr. Robert R. Meredith, who is re- 
ported to be dying in Mexico. The church 
people suffered additional distress of mind 
over the prospect that in the event of Dr. 
Meredith's death in Mexico they would 
have to wait two years before bringing his 
remains home. 

Dr. Meredith has been in poor health for 
several months. He is suffering from 
Bright's disease. About five weeks ago he 
was given a leave of absence by the offi- 
clals of the church and went to Mexico in 
the’hope that a stay there would improve 
his health. He is at Cuantla, a resort 
about 100 miles distant from the City of 
Mexico. In the mild climate there Dr. 
Meredith seemed for a time to be getting 
better, and the members of his congrega- 
tion felt greatly encouraged by the reports 
received from him. Recently, however, he 


suffered a relapse, and his condition has 
since been growing steadily worse. 

The latest word as to their pastor’s con- 
dition was received by the church people 
on Saturday night. his dispatch stated 
that he was very weak and that little hope 
of his recovery was entertained. 

In the afternoon the members of the 
Board of Trustees of the church held a 
meeting to discuss the situation with re- 
gard to the pastor and determine what 
should be done. Members of the board 
had been informed that under the laws of 
Mexico the remains of a person dying: in 
that country could not be removed there- 
from until two years after death. 

The feeling seemed to prevali arhong the 
Trustees that there was little if any hope 
of Dr. Meredith's recovery. It was sug- 
gested that the Church send some one to 
Mexico to bring Dr. Meredith home, if that 
were possible, or, if not, to bring him out 
of Mexico into United States territory. 
This proposition was discussed at length, 
but it was finally decided that, from the 
latest advices received concerning the sick 
clergyman, it appeared that Dr. Meredith 
was too weak to be moved at all. 

This conclusion confronted the congrega- 
tion with a peculiarly distressing situation 
with relation to their pastor. It was sug- 
gested to one of the members of the church 
last night that the State Department at 
Washington be appealed to in the matter. 
It was pointed out that it might be poss!- 
ble for the State Department to arrange 
with the Mexican Government through 
that country’s Ambassador at Washing- 
ton for a suspension of the law in the case 
of Dr. Meredith. It was said that this 
would very probably be done by the Mexi- 
can Government if it were approached in 
the matter at once, and before the ex- 
pected death of Dr. Meredith. It is proba- 
»le that this suggestion will be made to the 
Board of Trustees of the church to-day. 

Dr. Meredith came to the Tompkins Ave- 
nue Church from the Union Congregational 
Church of Boston in 1887. The Tompkins 
Avenue Church is now the largest Congre- 
gational church in the country. Its mem- 
bership is about 2,300. Its Sunday school 
and Bible class, of which latter Dr. Mere- 
dith is the teacher, are also among the 
largest in the United States. 


POPE’S JUBILEE SERVICES. 


Archbishop Corrigan and Seven Bishops 
to Celebrate Mass in St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral This Morning.

ELEVATION OF LABOR. 


The Rev. Dr. Grant Thinks the Public 
Should Be Educated to Pur- 
chase Beautiful Objects. 


The Rev. Dr. Percy S. Grant, at the 
Church of the Ascension, last night 
preached on the subject “ Labor and Ex- 
penditure.’”” Among other things, he said 
that labor was dignified, and no matter 
how humble the laborer might be he could 
elevate his calling and his labor by honest 
devotion to it. 

In support of this assertion he cited the 
work of the men in the ships in the recent 
war with Spain. It had been conceded by 


those competent to judge, he said, that the 
engineers and stokers working in the holds 
of the ships had contributed as much to 
the success of the American arms as the 
men who on the decks had directed the 
movements of the vessels. Without the 
devotion to duty of the men below the 
battie would not have been won. 

As to oxpenees he said that people 
could ennoble labor by spending money on 
beautiful things instead of buying ugly and 
trashy things, thereby creating a demand 
for things not ugly or trashy, but beautiful 
and pleasing. Some people found fault 
with men who had wealth for expending 
large sums on works of art, but such ex- 
penditure was ennobling, because it created 
a demand for labor of a higher grade than 
the product of a brewery or cheap-grade 
chair factory. He thought that the public 
could be educated to purchase things that 
were beautiful, whether a chair or a book 
or a picture. By this means the laborer 
would be raised to a higher plane than if 
there were demand for ugly, brutal, and 
debasing things.

Government’s Attitude to the Railway

LONDON, March 3.—The Rome corre- 
spendent of The Times says the Govern- 
ment has summoned representatives of 
the railway workers to the capital and is 
discussing the men’s demands with 
them. This concession to the amour 
propre of the railway employes after 
they had been placed under martial law 
will, says the correspondent, most likely 
lead to a settlement of the dispute, es- 
pecially as the Government seems pre- 
pared to contribute the cost of increas- 
ing the men’s wages. The Chamber 
meets on March 10, when, in view of 
these concessions, the Extreme Left will 
probably support the Cabinet. 

Nevertheless, the dispatch adds, there 
is still some anxiety regarding the con- 
dition of the country. Disturbances are 
reported from Cassano, near Cosenza, 
where the Town Hall was burned to the 
ground in the course of a demonstration 
against the Government for neglecting to 
construct a local railway.

New Excise Commission for Orange.

ORANGE, N. J., March 2.—Because of a 
mistake by the Legislature of 1892 the 
Orange Board of Excise Commissioners 
will have to be reorgantzed. The Legis- 


lature put an incorrect caption on the act 
which resulted in the Supreme Court de- 
claring it unconstitutional. In expectation 
of this decision the law was re-enacted last 
Winter. It will be necessary now for the 
Orange Common Council to Ss an ordi- 
nance creating an Excise rd. New 
Commissioners will have to be appointed by 
the Court of Common Pleas.

BRUSSELS, March 2. — L’Etoile Belge 
publishes the text of the sugar convention 
by articles. 

Article I. says that the contracting par- 
ties agree to suppress the existing direct 
and indirect bounties, and undertake not 
to establish such bounties during the dura- 
tion of the convention. Sweetmeats, choco- 
lates, biscuits, condensed milk, and all 
products containing in notable proportion 
sugar artificially incorporated are assimi- 
lated with sugar. The agreement also ap- 
plies to advantages of every kind result- 
ing directly or indirectly from the fiscal 
legislation of the various States. 

rticle II. deals with the surveillance of 
factories and refineries by revenue offi- 
cers, 

Article III. limits the surtax to a maxi- 
mum of 6f. for refined and assimilable su- 
gars, and to 544f. for other sugars. 

Article IV. agrees to the imposition of 
countervailing duties, and allows the right 
of prohibiting the importation of bountied 
sugars. In the same article the contracting 
parties agree to admit at the lowest rates 
Sugars imported from countries party to 
the contract, or from the colonies of such 
countries if the colonies adhere to the ob- 
ligations of the convention. 

Article V. provides that cane and beet 
sugars cannot be subjected to different 
rates of duty, 

Article VI. gives 
Spain, Italy, Roumania, 
non-exporting countries. 

Article Vil. provides for the establish- 
ment of a permanent international com- 
mission of surveillance, to sit at Brus- 
sels. It ig to exercise general control, to 
settle litigious questions, and to decide on 
the admission to the convention of non- 
contracting States.

After 
studying some time abroad, he went into 
business with his father, who was a mem- 
ber of the wholesale hardware firm of 
Sheldon & Phelps, on Chambers Street. 
He afterward succeeded his father, and re- 
tired about thirty years ago, having 
amassed a considerable fortune. He was 
interested in many corporations, being Vice 
President of the Brooklyn Savings Bank, 
a Director of the Fidelity and Casualty 
Company, American Exchange National 
Bank, Long Island Safe Deposit Company, 
and American. District Telegraph Com- 
pany, and a Trustee of the Brooklyn Trust 
Company. He was a member of the Ham- 
ilton Club. 

He is survived by his wife, who was Miss 
Anna Kissam Embury, and a daughter, 
who is the wife of the Rev. James Towns- 
end Russell.

Bank are characterized as brilliant, and 
made an excellent impression on the Boerse, 
advancing the quotations on Deutsche Bank 
stock by 4 4-10 points.

Engineer of Public Buildings Says 
It Ils Dangerous. 


Large Force of Men at Work Day and 
Night Demolishing Former Home 
of Seventy-first Regiment. 


Louis Kron, Consulting Engineer of Pub- 
lic Buildings, states that the steel of the 
Seventy-first Regiment Armory which still 
stands is a menace to public safety and 
must come down. 

A corps of 280 men have been working 
day and night to get the walls down, but 
the greater portion of the solid-looking 
stone front on Fourth Avenue and the 
walls fronting on Thirty-fourth Street still 
stood late last night. None of the material 
remaining will be used for the new struct- 
ure which is to replace the old one. 

With the eastern and southern walls 
down the one on Fourth Avenue was that 
upon which the men were working yester- 
day. Although the precaution has been 
taken to strengthen it with wind braces, 
the stiff eastern breeze which blew yester- 
day by no means added to the security of it. 

Extra precautions have been taken 
Buard against accidents should the wall 
fall into Fourth Avenue, but the cars are 
still running, the chances of an accident 
being considered to be too remote to war- 
rent the Building Department in stopping 
them.
